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Si Sketch of the Weather ', frcm January to July, 1798. 

TIK winter, preceding the fpring of 1798, wis 
more fevcrcly cold, and the cold continued 
loi ; r than iifunl in this winter. 

The greatclt part of March and April was wet 
and cold. 

From the 4-h of May to the 23d, there was no 
rain, though the wind was generaiiy N. and N. K. 
and fome cays difagreeably cold. 

24th May, began to rain, and continued wet and 
cold to the 31ft. The wind then changed to S. W. 
and the weather became warm and fair. 

From the 5th to the 14th of June there were dai- 
ly hhowrrs, fome dayt heavy, and one day loud thun- 
der. The J became full of water — the roads 
deep with i.iul. From the 16th to the 19th, un- 
i&tttljr cold. From the 19th to the «6th, ful- 
try, with frequent fhowers. 27th, cool, Thermo- 
mtti r only 76 at two p. m. Mark Miller died ro- 
under the care of doctors Witter and Hodge, 
with fymptoms of the Yellow Fever at Mrs, Reeves's 
in Gillowhill-itreet. He had been much fatigued 
and debilitated from loading a 'veffcl at Almond- 
ftreet wharf, a mile from his lod it >f 
day, to which he had wal aily for fome 
time.

ON the 24th of this month, the City CommifTion- 
ers iffued orders to wafh the gutters and to wet the 
itrcets three times a week. 



A number of inflammatory complaints occurred 
during the continuance of the cool and wet weather. 



A fhip-carpenter, who lodged at Achifon Thomp- 
fon's, in Watcr-itreet, a few doors below Walnut- 
ftreet, was attacked with fever on the 26th, which, 
on the 4th day, fliewed fymptoms of malignity.* 



Another of A. Thompfon's lodgers, a failor, died 
in the night of the 28th, after a very fhort indifpo- 
fition. 



Mr. David Jamie, clerk to Mr. Fofter, merchant, 
who lodged at Thompfon's, was attacked with fe- 
ver in the night of the 3ift.f 

* This man confelTed to Dr. D >rfey and myfclf, that he had been on 
hoard the (hip Deborah while fhc was unfhiuping her cargo at Raee- 
ftreet wharf, a few days before his ficknefs. He was fent down to the 
Marine Uolpital, and there died on the 3d day of Aaguft. 

f Mr. |rmie was fent to the Marine Holpital while in a flatc of faliva- 
lion, with three blillers on him, and recovered.

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Memoirs of the Fever and Occurrences in Augufi 

ALEXANDER PHILIPS next door neighbour 
to A. Thompfon was attacked with fever accom- 
panied with malignant fymptoms on the laft of July 
or fir(t of Augufi: ■, died under the care of Dr. 
Griffitts on the 4th init., being the 4th or 5th day 
from the Attack. 



Mofts Cox at corner of ad and Spruce, died on 
the 6th. 

John Saunders occupied in the ftore of Lloyd 
and Sparks on the wharf a more dilrance below 
Walnut St. attacked on the 3d. 

Mr. Samuel RufTel clerk to Mr. H. Henderfon. 
Mr. John Lawrence. Mr. Morgan's fon. Stephen 
Davis, who lodged next door to Pnilips's. Mr. Ru- 
dolph. A Tobacconift's boy. Mr. Ifaac Lloyd, 
all in the fame neighbourhood, with feveral others 
whofe names I do not recollect, were all taken ill 
with a fever of a malignant kind within two or three 
days of each other. 

The unufual number of deaths that occurred in 
the firfl week of Auguft, alarmed the Citizens and 
became a topic of general converfation. 

The cafe of a man who had worked on board the 
Ship Deborah, who died of a fever highly malig- 
nant the latter end of July, had been reported by 
Dr. Proudfit, but being a folitary cafe had excited 
but little apprehenfion. 

On the 5th, Achifon Thompfon's child was at- 
tacked with the fever. 

The College of Phyfirians met on the 6th at 
which time about 26 cafes of the fever wrre all that 
were known to rxift in the city, and after conferring 
together they unanimoufly agreed to the following re- 

B 
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iblwtions, which were immediately communicated to 
the Board of Health of Philadelphia. — viz. 

" Rcfolved that the college inform the Board of 
Health, that a malignant contageous fever has made 
its appearance in Water ftreet, between Walnut 
and Spruce ftreets, and in the vicinity thereof: And 

That the college recommend to the Board of 
Health to procure the removal of all the families 
that are fituated between Walnut and Spruce ftreets, 
and the Eaft fide of Front and the River, and to 
have all the Shipping lying between Walnut and 
Spruce ftreets removed to a proper diftance from 
the City." 

In confequence of the communication of the Col- 
lege, the Board of Managers of the Marine and 
City Hofpitals, publifhed the following recommen- 
dation on the 7th. 

" Health-Office ytb Augufi^ 1798." 

" Whereas the Board of Managers of the Marine 
and City Hofpitals of the port of Philadelphia; 
have received information from the College of Phy- 
ficians l( that a malignant contageous fever has 
made its appearance in Water ftreet between Wal- 
nut and Spruce ftreets and in the vicinity thereof" ; 
and the reports of Dr. Samuel Duffield and and T. 
Parke, appointed particularly to examine that part 
of the City, fpecifying the particular cafes found 
therein. — Therefore, Rcfolved, that in order to pre- 
vent as much as poffible all communication with 
that part of the City, that the Health -Officer caufe 
the veffels now lying at the wharves between Tun 
Alley and Jeffe and Robert Wain's wharf, including 
the faid wharf to be removed, and that no vefTel of 
any defcription whatever be fuffered to come to the 
faid wharves, until the farther orders of the Board. 

The Board alfo earneftly recommend to the in- 
habitants of that part of the City included between 
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Walnut and Spruce ftreets, and the Eaft fide of 
Front ftrcet and the River, and alio thofe imme- 
diately in the vicinity thereof to remove without 
the bounds of the City, and liberties as fpeedily as 
poffible."

THE City Hofpital was opened to day the 57th 
for the reception of the fick, and Drs. Phyfic and 
Cooper appointed to take charge of it. 

9th. Bofton boafted of its happy ftate of health 
the beginning of this month, but it appears from 
a paragraph in the Gazette of the United States of 
tiie 9th inft. that a malignant fever had made irs 
appearance there about the ill of July, and that 
16 perfons had died of it from that time to the 4th 
of Auguft, at which time there were 10 remaining 
fick ; but that no phyfician, nurfe or attendant on 
the fick had taken the Difeafe.

Number of deaths in the City and Liberties of 
Philadelphia from the ift to the 8th inft. 53. 

A fociety confifting of 10 or 12 Pra&itions, 
called the Academy of Medicine, prefented the fol- 
lowing addrefs to the Board of Managers on the 
8th, which was publifhed in the Philadelphia Ga- 
zette of the 9th inft. 

" THEAcademy OFMEDiciNEof Philadelphia, 
having taken into confideration the exiftence of a 
Malignant Bilious Fever in the city, have conceived 
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it to be their duty to lay before the Managers of 
the Marine and City Hofpitals, the following facts 
refpecting its origin, and the means of checking its 
progrefs. 

We have upon inquiry difcovered that a cafe of 
this fever exifted in the city on the 6th of June, 
and that feveral cafes of it exifted in July, in parts 
of the city remote from the river, and wholly un- 
connected with each other. They appeared to 
originate from the putrid exhalations of alleys and 
gutters, and docks, and from the ftagnating water 
in the neighbourhood of the city. We derive the 
late rapid increafe of the fever from the foul air 
of feveral fhips lately arrived in the port, and from 
fome damaged coffee which arrived in a brig from 
Jamaica on the 29 July. In the courfe of our in- 
quiries into the origin of the fever, we did not 
mret with a fingle fa (ft that could fupport the opi- 
nion of contagion being imported in the bodies or 
cloaths of fick people in the fhips or veifels which 
lie between Walnut and Spruce ftreets, where the 
difeafe has prevailed mofl. Many refpectable mo- 
dern authorities affcrt that the yellow fever is not 
contagious in the Weft-Indies, and repeated observa- 
tions farisfy us that it is rarely fo, during the warm 
weather in the Unired States. None of the cafes 
we have as yet feen have propagated it, and we 
conceive it to be an error as abfurd in its nature as 
it has been fatal in its operation upon the city of 
Philadelphia, that the contagion of a difeafe fhould 
adhere to the timber of a fhip after a fea voyage, 
and fhould fpread from the timber of the fhip with- 
out contact through an exrenfive neighbourhood, 
and ceafe to communicate itftlf afterwards by long 
and clofe connection of the fick with their fami- 
lies and attendants. We lament that this fact, to- 
gether with many others, upon the nature and ori- 
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gin of the yellow fever, which were dated in our 
letter to the Governor on the ill of December, 
1797, and by him laid before the legiflature of the 
ftatc, have been treated with total neglect in the 
prefent health law : the diftrefs we felt upon feeing 
that law is, however, much alleviated by the re- 
flection that we have not contributed, in any de- 
gree, by lupporting an erroneous opinion, to repro- 
duce tlie prefent alarming calamity of our city. 

We beg leave to recommend for the purpofe of 
checking the progrefs of the fever, an attention to 
the following directions : 

1 ft. The removal of all the families from thofe 
parts of the city where the difeafe, from the con- 
tamination of the atmofphere, appears chiefly to 
exift, and the preventing thofe parts being vifited 
by the citizens. 

tdly. The removal of all lhips and putrid articles 
of commerce from the wharves and itores of the 
city. 

3dly. The cleaning of the docks, wharves, yards 
and cellars; alfo the wafhing of the gutters t-vcry 
day, and of the ftreets and alleys three times a 
week, by means of pumps and fire engines. 

4thly. The appointment of a fufHcient number of 
phyficians to take care of fuch of the poor as may 
be affected with the fever. 

5thly. Publicly to advife the citizens to avoid 
all the ufual exciting caufes of fever, fuch as intem- 
perance, fatigue, exceflive heat, the night air, all 
violent and debilitating paflions of the mind. 

6thly. To advife them, in every cafe of indifpo- 
fition, however flight in appearance, to apply im- 
mediately for medical aid.

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ONE of the Fellows of the College of Phyfi- 
cians of Philadelphia, afferts, that the College is in 
pofllffion of unequivocal evidence, that the Ma- 
lignant Fever, (which is cficntially the fame as the 
Yellow Fever of the Weft Indies) now exifting in 
this city, was brought into it by an infected veflel, 
lately arrived from the Weft Indies. The writer 
of this note has already ften it, in more than one 
inftance, communicated by contagion, at a confide- 
rable diltance from that part of the city where it 
firlt made its appearance. The evidence on which 
this information is founded will be detailed as foon 
as health and fafety mail be reftored to the city. 
In the mean time the writer thought it would be an 
ac~t of treachery to withhold the above information 
at a time when attempts are again making to con- 
found and miflead the public mind.

Mrs. Wall, an elderly lady, was attacked with fe- 
ver accompanied withlethargic fymptoms. Treated 
with ven<efe8ion cathartics and blifters, is recovering 

loth. Elizabeth May, a mantua maker, employ- 
ed at Achifon Thompfon's, where fome of the firft 
cafes occurred this feafon, was attacked with the fe- 
ver to day. 

A gentleman that had been much in the chamber 
of Ruflel, was attacked with the fever to day. 
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Auguft iith. 
Only 7 perfons were interred yefterday in all the 
grave yards of the city and Liberties, a proof that the 
air of the city cannot be generally contaminated. 

The New- York papers of yefterday, announce 
the exemption of that city from the yellow fever, 
and aflert its remarkable healthfulnefs at this time. 



Meflrs. Loyd and Ruflel, both died lad night, 
being the 6th. day from the attack with Mr. Loyd, 
and the 7th. with Mr. Ruflel. 

James Wright, treated with mercury and mode- 
rate bleeding, is on the recovery. 

Auguft 13th. 

Mrs. Rain and her little daughter, have recovered 
from the fever, by the ufe of fimple laxatives and 
bleeding Their fymptoms were neitherhighly inflam- 
matory nor accompanied with great debility and 
nervous affections. 

Abraham Douglafs, a young athletic lad, has re- 
covered after repeated blood-letting and the ufe of 
an amazing quantity of mercury, both externally 
and internally. 

Captain Hollingquift, fent from a veffel at Mar- 
ket Street wharf to the marine hofpital, died there. 

A little girl daughter to John Aitkin, in Second 
near Pine Street, died to day on the 4th of her ill- 
nefs, had taken no medicines but caftor oil and fim- 
ple teas, appears to have caught the difeafe from an 
apprentice who had left the ho ufe much indifpofed 
a few days before.*

ADDRESS OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

Health-Office, tyh Auguft, 179$. 

THE Board of Managers of the Marine and City 
Hofpitals have obfervcd with deep regret the fatal 
confequences of delay in the applications for medi- 
cal aid to perfons afflicted with the prevailing ma- 
lignant fever, and that the removal of patients to the 
City Hofpital, in many cafes, is procraftinated until 
they are literally fent there to die. 

They recommend, in the moft earned manner, the 
early removal of patients to the City Hofpital, where, 
the public may be afTured, that every poflible com- 
fort and accommodation will be afforded. — The pub- 
lic are informed, that the care of patients, and ma- 
nagement of the Cny Hofpital, is committed to 
Doctor Phyfick and Doctor Cooper, who refide con- 
ftantly there, and whofe profefiional eminence, it is 
prefumed, will fecure a juft confidence. 

An Apothecary alfo refides at the Hofpital, with 
an ample More of the beft medicines. 

The Board confider this recommendation as of the 
higheft importance, and entreat the attention of their 
fellow-citizens.

Mrs. Roberts and two daughters are fick in Chrif- 
tian-ftreet ; they know of no way they could have 
taken the difeafe, as they had been in no houfe where 
there was any perfon fick, nor in any part of the city 
where the difeafe was prevalent; and no perfon from 
any fick houfe, excepting Wm. Douglafs's nurfe, 
had been at their houfe. 



The Mayor of Baltimore boafts of the health of 
the inhabitants of that city on the 10th inftant, and 
recommends watering the ftreets. 

ORDERS OF THE BALTIMORE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

THE Board of Health taking into confideration 
the danger that may arife from cargoes of coffee, 
hides, &c. being difcharged within the limits of the 
city, at this feafon of the year — 

Therefore refolved, That all veffels arriving from 
any of the Weft-India iflands laden with the afore - 
faid articles, or other produce, that may be liable to 
damage or putrefaction, be prohibited by the health 
officer from coming up into port ; but that the car- 
go thereof be difcharged into another vefiel, while it 
remains in the river, and the necefiary Care extended 
to purify the fame, before it be admitted into the 
city.

Alfo re/b/vtd, That it be recommended to cuftom- 
houfe officers not to enter any vefTel at the cuftom- 
houfe without a certificate being firft produced from 
the health-officer, expreffive of his approbation of 
the fame, until the Board may advife to the contra- 
ry.

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The City Hofpital is fituatcd on a low flat piece 
of ground, on the call fide of Schuylkill, with a tract 
of marfhy ground in front. 



Of 22 patients admitted into this Hofpital, during 
the firft three days, 14 died in the courfe of a week, 
and only two have yet been difchar^ed. Doctors 
Phyfick and Cooper, the refident phyficians, afto- 
nifhed at this unparalleled mortality, addrefled the 
following letter to Dr. Rufh :

We recoiled your obfeiving that an emetic had 
been ufeful after the difeafe appeared to be mitiga- 
ted by bleeding. If you can fpare a few minutes to 
us on thefe fubjects, you will much oblige your fin- 
cere friends, &c.

THE ANSWER. 
My Bear and Worthy Friends, 

I AM forry to difcover by your letter, your want 
of fuccefs in the treatment of our malignant ievcr at 
the City Hofpital. I do not wonder at it. You 
feldom fee ihe difeafe in its firft ftage, and when 
you do, you meet it in an aggravated ftate by the 
motion your patients undergo in being conveyed to 
the Hofpical. 

In anfwer to your requeft, I have fat down to in- 
form you of the practice wnich I have adopted in 
our prefent epidemic. In the treatment of the yel- 
low fever of laft year, I have occafionally lamented 
the lofs of patients after reducing the pulfe by bleed- 
ing; and by the liberal ufe of purging medicines. I 
have fufpected that death occurred in rhofe cafrs, 
from the Itagnation of acrid bile in the gall bladder, 
or i*s clofe adherence to the upper bowels in the 
manner defcrihed by Doctor Mitchell in his account 
of the yellow fever in Virginia, in the year 1741. 
The (lay pulfe which occurs about the 4th day, I 
fufpect further to be the effecT: of this bile. Its ef- 
fects in a much more morbid Irate in the Jaundice, 
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in reducing the pulfe, is well known. Mr. John 
Hunter fays he once met with an inftance in which 
it fell to 32 ftrokes in a minute in that difeafe. Re- 
volving thefe facts in my mind, I refolved to try to 
remove this bile by exciting an artificial cholera 
morbus, about the 4th day of the fever. I was the 
more difpofed to attempt this method of cure, from 
believing, as I have done for lcveral years, that a 
cholera morbus is nothing but the firft grade of bili- 
ous fever thrown in upon the bowels, juft as the 
Dyicntery and Diarrhoea are the internal forms of a 
common bilious or intrrmitting fever. 

I began this mode of treating the fever eight days 
ago. My folicitude for the ifTue of it was very 
great. Thank God it has fucceeded to my wifhes, 
and thereby leiTened in a great degree, the anxiety 
and diftrefs which accompany our attendance upon 
this ferocious difeafe. The medicines I ufe for /ba- 
king the gall-bladder and bowels and difcharging the 
contents are, tartar emetic, gamboge, jalap and ca- 
lomel, combined, or given fepararely, and in fmall 
or lage dofes, according to circumftances. Perhaps 
Turpeth Mineral might be added to this lift of vo- 
miting and purging medicines with advantage. In 
one cafe I gave four grains of tartar emetic, and 
twenty of calomel. It operated freely upwards and 
downwards, and brought away a large quantity of 
green and black bile, but without exciting the leaft 
cramp or pain in the ftomach or bowels. At the 
time I gave it, death appeared to be creeping upon 
my patient. The next day he was out of danger. 
The perfon thus refcued from the grave, was a fon 
of Mr. Richard Renfhaw. Indeed I have not, as 
yet, loft a fingle patient to whom I have given this 
powerful remedy. In one inftance I fear it will fail. 
It is in a boy of 16 years of age, to whom I have gi- 
ven near thirty grains of tartar emetic in the courfe 
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of a few hours without producing the lead evacuati- 
on from his ftomach or bowels. I have obfcrved 
the fame encreafe of ftrength after its operation, that 
we obferve after bleeding and purging in the begin- 
ning of the fever. 

Vomits are old remedies in the yellow fever of the 
Weft-Indies. I gave them on the firft day of the 
difeafe in the year 1793, and always without fuccefs. 
They uniformly did harm when given in the begin- 
ning of the fever in its word grade, in 1797. The 
reafon of this failure in their efficacy, I now perceive 
was becaufe they were given before the violent mor- 
bid action in the fyftcm, was reduced or moderated 
by bleeding and purging. After this change is in- 
duced in the difeafe, they are perfectly fafe. The 
time for exhibiting them mould be regulated by the 
pulfe, and other fymptoms. In moderate cafes of 
the fever, they are as proper in its firft ftage, as on 
the 4th day. As there is a bliftering point in all fe- 
vers, fo there appears to be an emetic point in the yel- 
low fever It may occur on the fecond, and k may be 
protra&ed to the fixth or feventh day of the difeafe. 
I have not given the- medicines I have mentioned in 
any cafe where the patient complained of pain or 
burning in the ftomach, but I have confidered a nau- 
fea, and a moderate degree of puking as no obftacle 
to it's ufe, for Dr. Phyfick has taught me by his dif- 
fections, that thefc fymptoms may exift without the 
lead inflammation in the ftomach, and that they 
have been abfent where the ftomach has appeared 
after death to have been highly inflamed. 

The cure of the fever mould not reft upon a finglc 
dofe of* the medicine. I have given two dofes ofit 
in a day in feveral cafes, and have given it in one 
cafe every day for three fuccefllve days. 

It has often been remarked, that no two epidemics 
are exaclly alike. They vary not only in different 
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climates, but in the fame climate in different years. 
They even vary with the changes of the weather in 
the fame fcafon. The fever of 1797 differed in fe- 
veral particulars from the fever of 1793, and the 
prefent epidemic differs materially from both. In 
many of the cafes I have feen, it- exceeds the fever 
of laft year in its malignity. Thefe variations in dif- 
eafes call for correfponding changes in our practice. 

I have communicated an account of the time and 
manner of difcharging the contents of the gall-blad- 
der and bowels to feveral of our brethren. I ardent- 
ly hope it may be univerfally fuccefsful in their 
hands. 

If any thing new occurs in your practice in the 
Hofpital, do me the favor of informing me of it. 

With bed wiflies for your health and fucccefs in 
your prefent arduous fituation, I am your fincerc 
friend, BENJAMIN RUSH.

Auguft 15 th. 
John Jervis is appointed by the Board of Health 
to call on the phyficians every morning, for a return, 
in writing, of new cafes for the laft 24 hours. 

Three fourths of the inhabitants refiding below 
Chefnut and South ftreets, and between Water and 
Fourth ftreets, have already deferted the city ; and 
numbers are moving out of Southwark, the North- 
ern Liberties, and from the little village of Keniing- 
ton, which is entirely detached from the city and 
fuburbs. 

Mr. Franks Hamilton, a young gentleman em- 
ployed in Mr. Yards ftores, in the neighbourhood 
of which he died laft night. 
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A young woman called Nancy Robinfon, who was 
in the City Hofpital with the fever laft year, is now 
ill with it again, and ordered to the Hofpital by Dr. 
Samuel Duffield, who gave me this information this 
morning. 

Auguft 16th. 
Was attacked very feverely myfelf with cholera 
laft night, which has left me extremely debilitated. 

Auguft 17 th. 
Sixty-five patients have now been admitted into 
the City Hofpital, under the care of Doctors Phyfick 
and Cooper. 

The difeafe is making progrefs in different direc- 
tions.

Auguft 1 8th. 
The Board of Health have appointed Doctor 
Francis Sayer and Dr. Jn. Church to attend the poor 
fick in the Northern and Southern Liberties ; and 
Doctor Samuel Duffield confulting phyfician of the 
port, to attend the poor lick in the city ; and prefs 
them to make early application.

Only two adults and two infants have died in the 
Alms-houfe from the 12th to the 18th inftant. 



The woman that nurfed Abm. Douglafs was fali- 
vated by rubbing him with mercurial ointment, and 
was attacked with the fever while in the falivation. 
A fimilar circumftance happened to Dr. W. Boys 
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laft year, while his fyftVm was charged with mercury, 
on account of a liver complaint, and he had the dif- 
cafe very fcverely. 

Auguft 20th. 
The Select and Common Councils authorife the 
Mayor to borrow 10,000 dollars, in anticipation of 
the taxes of the prcftnt year, to be applied to the 
purpofes of watching and watering the citv, and 
iuch other objects as the Mayor fhall deem necefTary 
for the general protection of the city during the pre- 
fent calamity.

and quantity of baggige and other goo: s daily 
brought here from the faid city, efpecially by the wa- 
ter communication, unlcfs the intercourfe be in fome 
degree reftrained : 

I HAVE THEREFORE, with the concurrence 
of the Commiflioners of Health, deemed it incum- 
bent to ilfue this proclamation, hereby forbidding 
the entrance into the city of Baltimore, or within 
three miles thereof, of all perlbns whomioever, as

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well as all baggage or other goods, which have come 
from the city of Philadelphia, until they fhall 
at leaft have been fifteen days abfent therefrom : ex- 
cepting only from this reftriction, all fuch perfons or 
goods as may have come from the faid city of Phila- 
delphia, by land, and fhall flop at Merry's tavern, 
on the Philadelphia road, and be there examined by 
do&or Jofeph Way, and obtain his paffport of ad- 
mittance. This proclamation to remain in force 
until public information is given to the contrary, of 
whieh all perfons concerned are defired to take no- 
tice, and govern themfelves accordingly.

Copy of a letter to the Managers of the Marine and City 
Hofpitah, dated Augufi 20th , 1798. 

FOR THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

SINCE my lafr. report, which was on the 15th 
inftant, I have been engaged in attending three per- 
fons, with the malignant fever, out of town, the in- 
fection of which they appear to have received pre- 
vious to their leaving it. Since my return to town, 
I find the woman who nurfed Mr. Douglafs's fon has 
been affected with the fame difeafe, though me was 
falivated from rubbing him with mercurial ointment, 
and muft have received it from him by contagion, 
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as fhe had never been out of the houfe for fix days 
previous to the attack. 

I alfo know two perfons that have taken the dif- 
eafe this year who had it laft year. A young man 
at the corner of Second and Lombard ftreets, who 
lived in the family of Mr. Cockburn, at the corner of 
Spruce and Front ftreets, (who with his wife and a 
boy lately died in the fame houfe of the exifting fe- 
ver) and his brother is now in the difeafe. There 
are at this time 10 or \i perfons with it in the Alleys 
near Mr. Hunter's, the druggift, in Second-ftreet. 
Dr. Pafchalis has had five applications fince laft even- 
ing ; one, a French jeweller in Second nearChefnut 
ftreet, Mr. Valence and fifter in Spruce-ftreet, &c. 
Dr. Church is attending two frefh cafes in the fami- 
ly of Mrs. Roberts, in Chriftian-ftreet. You need 
not be reminded of the cafes in Race and Vine ftreets, 
and in Kenfington. In fhort, the difeafe is rapidly 
and fenfibly fpreading into every part of the city, 
and can no longer be fupprefled till froft arrives to 
difarm it of its power. If this be the cafe, (and that 
it is, paft events demonftrate) would it not be advifa- 
ble (I mean not to dictate but merely to enquire, 
from motives of pure and, in the prefent inftance, 
difinterefted humanity) to apprize the citizens which 
ftill remain in town, of their danger, and to furnifh 
them with inftructions how to efcape its deftructive 
ravages ? 

Advice from you, in your collective capacity, 
would have the virtue of a law, and would be prompt- 
ly obeyed. From an individual it would appear 
prefumptious or atleaft officious, and inftead of ha- 
ving the effect: intended, would only ferve to roufe 
the demon of envy, or provoke the venom of (lan- 
der. I fubrnit the matter to your better judgment, 
and am, with fincere refpect, yours, &c. 
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Auguft 2 1 ft. 
Mr. T. F. a very promiling youth, died fome dif- 
tance frc m the city to-day. 

Auguft 2 2d. 
Only 12 perfons died of the fever at Bofton from 
the 3d to the 16th inft. and there were only 17 fick 
at that time. Only 28 have died fince the ift of 
July to the 16th. 

From the Philadelphia Gazette, of this date. 
The prefent alarming fituation of ourcity, is alas, 
truly deplorable — almoft in a general (late of infecti- 
on with the difeafe, to whofe virulence, medicinal 
fkill is lamentably compelled, to acknowledge its in- 
feriority ! Former experience is rendered in a great 
meafure ufelefs by the very material difference in 
the nature of the difeafe — The molt copious bleed- 
ing, and the moft violent purgatives have been found 
ineffectual; and the fuccefs that will attend the new 
fyflem of emptying the gall-bladder, is at lead pro- 
blematical. With regard to the opinion of the non- 
contapion of the difordcr, I have very great reafon 
to doubt it. I have known, lately, feveral instances 
that could not be accounted for upon any other prin- 
ciple than that of contagion. The mod ftriking of 
the cafes I allude to, is, where feveral of a family, 
living in a healthy and uninfected part of the city, 
took the diforder from a perfon in the family, whom 
they had for feveral days clofely attended ; without 
having themfdves been in any part of the city that 
could even have been fuppofed to be infected. I 
would caution my fellow-citizens not to truft too 
implicitly to this fata) opinion, which has been fo 
induftrioufly propagated. A confidence in it, in cafe 
it fhoi.lj happen to be erroneous, may prove thede- 
ftruction of thoufands, while by acting under a difbe- 
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lief of it, and ufing every poffible precaution, as 
many lives may be preferved. It is at lead doubt- 
ful whether it is oris not contagious, and there being 
a doubt, I think the wifeft courfe to be purfued is 
obvious. I would advife my friends to avoid, as 
much as poffible, expofing themfelvcs to the night 
air or morning fogs, nothing tending more effectu- 
ally to predifpofe the body to infection. 

Temperate living both in eating and drinking is 
of as much confequence. Any thing that enriches 
the blood — any thing that has the fmalleft tendency 
to inflammation is mod carefully to be avoided. I 
fpeak this, my fellow-citizens, with confidence. 
Both in '93 and '97 I knew many inflances, where 
people fituated in the very bed of infection, by living 
with extraordinary temperance, efcaped. The idea 
entertained by many perfons, that generous living, or 
in other words, high feafoned food, and a glafs of 
good Madeira, form the bed and moft effectual bul- 
wark, is too prepodcrous and abfurd to merit much 
comment. (fondant experience and the plaineft 
principles of common fenfe flatly contradict it. Sim- 
ple and at the fame time, nourishing food, confiding 
chiefly of vegetables and ripe fruits, avoiding meats 
as much as poffible, and never ufing any but in their 
fimpleft date, I would ftrongly recommend. Vio- 
lent exercife, by heating the blood, fcldom fails to 
be fucceeded by a violent attack of the diforder, and 
is therefore to be guarded againd. I fhall conclude 
my obfervations, by remarking that cooling drinks 
prepared with cream of tartar, tamarinds, lemons, 
currant jelly, or any kinds of acid fruits, are highly 
proper bnth as preventatives and remedies ; and that 
nothing has a better or more powerful effect in pre- 
venting putrid appearances than a condant and un- 
remitting ufe of acids.

Mr. Fenno, 

IT is an obfervation founded in truth, that few if 
any people in the world, have gone further in works 
of philanthrophy than the citizens of Philadelphia. 
Let him who discredits it, take an impartial furvey of 
the various institutions erected in this city, for the re- 
lief of fuffering humanity, many of which are fuppor- 
ted by the voluntary contributions of benevolent in- 
dividuals, and his doubts mail vanifh — Yet fome 
further regulations appear to be indifpenfable — there 
are perfons for whom, either the laws have made no 
provifion, or to whofe pitiable condition the hand of 
mercy, under the laws, has not been extended. 

It is but recently that a poor wretch was fuffered 
to lie and perifh in one of the ftreets in the Northern 
Liberties, without the leaft kind of affiftance having 
been afforded him : whether the police officers are 
juftly cenfurable for a neglect of duty, or otherwife, 
is not my bufinefs to enquire j the fact is, however, 
certain. Had his cafe been duly attended to, this 
haplefs fon of mifery might, perhaps, have been ref- 
cued from an untimely grave. 

In the Pcnnfylvania Hofpital, a perfon cannot be 
admitted, but under certain qualifications - y but this 
inftitution is liberal in its principles, and in its prac- 
tice. It is a point of prudmce, and perhaps of neceffi- 
ty, not to receive into the alms-houfe, any perfon 
having a contagious diforder, it is not knowingly 
done — and, unlefs the object be afflicted with the 
prevailing malady, or fufpected to be fo, he cannot 
procure an entrance into the City Hofpital. 

A few days fince a circumftance occurred which 
was truly diftrefling — A German, a ftranger in the 
place, applied to be admitted into the Pcnnfylvania 
Hofpital j his cafe did not come ftrictly within their 
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cognizance, and he was refufed. He then folicited 
an entrance into the alms-houfe, buc having the dy- 
fentery, and not being entitled to a place of refidence 
here, he was unfuccefsful. His next application was 
to captain Allen, health-officer of the port, but the 
captain conceiving himfelf unauthorized to fend him 
to the City Hofpital, the poor wretch was turned 
away without any hope of relief. What became of 
him I know not, but the deep diftrefs, anxiety, and 
defpondency depicted in his countenance produced a 
correfpondent fentiment of fympathy in the minds of 
the byftandcrs, all of whom feemed to regret his un- 
happy condition, though none knew in what manner 
to grant him the aid he required. 

Let us but recall the cafe of this unfortunate man 
home to our own bofoms — difeafed, friendlcfs and 
difconfolate — fituate in a ftrange country, where he 
knew not the countenance of a fingle human being; 
incapable of providing for himfelf, and unable from 
illncfs to leave the city j willing to take refuge even 
in an infected hofpital,and I am fure there is no man 
who is not abfolutely callous to the voice of mifery, 
and dead to every thing which bears the ftamp of 
humanity, who will not approve of fome plan being 
fallen on for the comfortable accommodation of 
fuch of his fuffering fellow-men — A plan for this 
laudable purpofe is not only very feafible, but of ve- 
ry eafy practicability. I would advife then, that a 
temporary building be immediately erected near the 
City Hofpital, into which all difeafed perfons, willing 
to go, fhould be freely and without ceremony ad- 
mitted. If, on experiment, they are found to have 
the prevailing malady, they fhould be- placed in the 
hofpital ; if otherwife, they fhouU be provided for 
as circumftances would render humane and proper. 
But, as a more permanent and cfff&ual eftablim- 
ment, there mould be attached to the inftitution of 
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the alms-houfe, not directly joining it, an infirmary, 
into which all pcrfons defigned to be accommodated 
in the inftitution, mould at fiift be fent there to un- 
dergo an examination of judicious phyficians, and 
afterwards either to be provided for in the infirma- 
ry, or to be otherwifc difpoied of, as their feveral 
cafes might require. Surely there can be no reafon- 
able objection to a plan of this kind — the expence 
would be trifling, compared with the magnitude of 
the object, and the good which might refult from it, 
would be incalculable. The man who will fet about 
accomplifhing this object, muft fucceed — and will 
doubtlefs have, not only the ineftimable enjoyment 
of an approving mind, but the blefling of many a 
woe-worn object of wretchednefs. 

If public inftitutions will not flicker under their 
roofs, difeafed and penny-lefs wretches, can it, or 
ought it to be expected, that private perfons will ? 
And efpecially at a time, when the horror attached 
to the idea of introducing the yellow fever into their 
families, produces, in the minds of molt, a fpecies of 
morbid panic, which paralizes every fentiment of 
hofpitality towards fufpected individuals. 

I am not fo tenacious of my plan but that I will 
moft cordially fupport a better, if one more eligible 
is propofed by a more happy genius : but this is no 
time for temporifing, or halting between two opini- 
ons j fomething muft be promptly done j and I now 
call on my fellow-citizens, in the name of every 
thing dear to humanity, not to hefitate, or trifle on 
the occafion. To the guardians of the poor, and 
the managers of the marine and city hofpitals, I 
make the appeal, and truft it will not be in vain— 
They have the power and the means of accompliih- 
ing the object ; they are men ; they muft be pofTef- 
fed of a fellow-feeling for the unfortunate, and muft 
be convinced of the urgency of the occafion. To 
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provide for thofe who cannot provide for them- 
ielves, is an indifpenfible duty. Let us do all wc 
can, and leave the iflue to that all-wife, and all-con- 
trouling Providence, who will blefs every honeft la- 
bour, and who regards with equal care, the whole 
family of mankind.

FEVER AT PORTSMOUTH, (n. H.) 

In confequence of the prevalence of a fever in that 
town, a health committee has been appointed. The 
following is extracted from their firft official report : 

" That from the firft appearance of the fever, 
which was about the 20th July, to 20th Auguft, in- 
clufive, 1 1 perfons have died of that diforder, and 
no one fince Monday laft. 

Monday > 1 o'clotk P. M. — No perfon feized fince 
yefterday ; 8 perfons only fick of the fever, 3 of 
whom are convalefcents, and with two others the 
fymptoms more favorable than yefterday. The 
town, in other refpects, in as healthy a ftate as ufu- 
al." 



On the 24th inft. the returns of fick in Bofton 
were 23 — and 9 convalefcents. On the 20th there 
were only 20 fick in that place. 

Mr. Davis, who retired to Norrifton to efcape the 
Fever, died on the 24th, being the fixth day from 
the attack. Had been repeatedly bled rnd purged 
with mercury by Dr. H. for the firft three days — 
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and on the 4th took an emetic that operated very fe- 
verely and occafioned great debility, and difpofition 
to fwooning — Dittrcfs offtomach increafed in the 
night, and continued with uri (bated violence till the 
dole of life.

Received information to-day from Mr. Tarrill, 
that captain Chace, who lodged wich him at Mel- 
drum's Inn, at the fign of the Oftrich, in the North- 
ern Liberties, went on board a vefl'el from Portland, 
about the 10th or 12th inlt. which lay at Shoema- 
ker's wharf near Vine-ftreet, to fee captain Wait, 
whole mate was at the time very ill on board, and 
that captain Chace was taken ill a few days after his 
vifit, and died.

The 
fcafonable and copious fall of rain upon and in" the 
neighbourhood of our city, has repleniihcd the at- 
mofphere with oxygene, and rendered the refpirable 
air elartic and falubrious. We have as yet continu- 
ed free from the molt, diftant lymptoms of a conta- 
gious fever ; and fho.ild the weather remain in its 
prefent ilate ten days more, we need not be under 
the leal! apprehenlion of an epidemic this year.— 
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How partial is our over-ruling Providence, and how 
grateful ought and fhould we be for his favors ! — 
Haplefs Philadelphia — once the Athens and pride of 
this Weftern World ; but now, alas ! a fcene of 
mifery, a groaning hofpital, adeferted, almoft folitary 
monument of filent grandeur !" 

The whole number with fever in Boflon on the 
31ft was 32 — and only two have died fince the 27th.

It 
is very true that the fever does exift in other parts of 
the city, but by no means to that alarming degree 
which flying reports reprefent."

Occurrences in Septembers &c. 

September iff. 
Dr. Cooper, one of the rcfident phyficians of the 
City Hdfpital, and Dr. Sayre, appointed to attend 
the poor of the Northern Liberties, arc both very 
ill to-day, though pronounced in the public papers 
ofyeftcrdayto be on the recovery. 

Dr. Cooper appears to have received the difeafe 
by contagion, in the Hofpital, as he had not been in 
any other part of the city for mure than three weeks 
before his attack. 



The following pathetic addrefs was published in 
the Philadelphia Gazette of to-day, by the Managers 
the Marine and City Hofpitals : 

Health-Office, September i, 1798. 

FELLOW-CITIZENS, 

IMPELLED by the awful progrefs and unparal- 
leled malignity of the prevailing fever, we are con- 
it rained to addrefs your feelings, as well as your rea- 
fon, in order to avert the fatal destruction which, 
with rapid (Irides, is pervading our ill-fated city and 
fuburbs. 

The be ft fkill of our phyficians, and all the pow- 
ers of medicine, it muft be acknowledged, have pro- 
ved unequal in the conteit with this devouring poi- 
fon. 

With the moft affecting fympathy and anxious fo- 
Hcitude, we have to the beft of our judgments, en- 
deavoured to employ, as circumftances appeared to 
require, the power and the means enrruiled to us, in 
arrefting its progrefs, and alleviating its concommi- 
tant miferies. We mall continue to employ them 
\. \l!i unremitting zeal i but we have neither the pow- 
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cr nor the means to accomplifh all the measures 
neceflary to check its extenfion, or provide for the 
preffina exigencies of the moment. The powers 
delegare*.], and appropriations made by law, to the 
inftitutions under our direction, are impotent indeed, 
when compared to the magnitude of the occafion. 

It remains for our fellow-citizens to attain, bv their 
enngy, the ends which alone can flop its progrefs 
and diminiih its horrors. 

We have, in conjunction with the Guardians of 
the Poor, caufed tents to be erected on the eaft bank 
of the Schuylkill for the accommodation of the indi- 
gent; where near twelve hundred are already pro- 
vided for, out of the fund appropriated for the or- 
dinary relief of the poor. This is but a partial mi- 
tigation of the evils which environ thoufands who 
have a claim upon the philanthropy of thofe who are 
in more fortunate circumftances. 

The difficulty of procuring a place of refuge, at 
prefent, in the country, is too well known ; and the 
expenfe attending the removal of a family has dif- 
couraged many from the attempt, who are in cir- 
cuftances to live comfortably at home. 

What remains to be done ? Citizens ofrefpecta- 
biliiy and influence ! come forward and form your- 
fclves into a committee for the purpofe of erecting 
on the weft bank of the Schuylkill, all the tents that 
can be collected ; let the tents be floored with 
boards, and made as comf -ruble as poflible — If tents 
cannot be had, boards in abundance may be procur- 
ed for the erection of fheds. Admonifh thofe citi- 
zens who have no place of refuge, to take flicker 
there, particularly thofe from the eaft part of the city, 
the diftrict of Southwark, and the Northern Liber- 
ties — in fhort, ALL who can leave their homes 
without manifeft injury; except thofe who are ne- 
ceiiary for the protection of the city and liberties. 
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The committer mould have the general fuperin- 
tendance and regulation of the tents, and authority to 
prefervc order ; contract for certain fupplies of 
bread, meat, vegetables, wood, &c. at the lowed 
pofiiblc rates. Thole who are not in circumstances 
to pay, milt be fupplied by the public bouni 

It is at lead an unequal, perhaps an unjuft mode 
of raifing money by an appeal to the humanity of 
generous individuals; but if on any occafion it may 
be jellified, the prefent may be affumed without he- 
fitation. 

We call your attention to the actual and undif- 
guifed ftate of our city. Confidcr the mortality and 
rapid increafe ofthe fick at Co early a period. View 
the lill of your phyficians, and mark how few are at 
their fofts — and we believe you will think with us, 
that the prefcrvaiion of health is only to btf attained 
by flight. 

Do not flatter yourfelve€, fellow-citizens, that this 
picture is too highly coloured ; we fpeak from con- 
viction, and a knowledge of facts; and doubt not 
but that the lives of hundreds, perhaps of thoufands, 
mav bepreferved by the adoption oftheie or fimilar 
me a fu res.

The following medical advice, addreffed to the 
citizens of Philadelphia, by Doctors Rufh and Grif- 
ficts, was publifhed in the Philadelphia Gazette of 
the 4th initant : 

MEDICAL ADVICE 

TO THE CITIZENS OF PHILADELPHIA. 

The following direclions for the 'prevention and treat- 
mat of the prevailing fever, are affectionately recom- 
mended to tbofe citizens of Philadelphia, who are una- 
ble to procure the regular attendance and advice of 
phyficians, by 

BENJAMIN RUSH, 
SAMUEL P. GRIFFITTS. 
September 3d, 1798. 

THE feeds of the difeafe may exift in the body, 
for a confiderable time, without doing any harm. It 
is generally excited by one or i^orc of the follow- 
ing caufes, which of courfe ought to be carefully 
avoided, viz : fatigue, a long walk, {landing in the 
fun, or in a current of air, intemperance in eating and 
drinking, coftivenefs, violent paffions, or fudden 
emotions of the mind, thin drelTed, light bed cloathes, 
and above all, the night air. 

It is of confequence for our citizens to know that 
we have but one fever in our city at prefent, and that 
every febrile indifpofition partakes of the prevail- 
ing malignant epidemic. Hundreds have died from 
mittaking the firft ftage of the fever for a common 
cold. The miftake is a natural one, for it comes 
,on like a cold, and is frequently excited by cool, or 
cold air. This remark is intended to produce ap- 
plications for medical aid a* foon as poflible after 
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feeling the leaft fymptom of indifpofition at the pre- 
fers juncture. 

In che forming ftate of the fever when the patient 
feels (lightly indifpofed, and before he is confined to 
his bed, the following remedies generally check the 
difeafe. 

A purge of falts, caftor oil, or a dofe ofjalap and 
calomel. If thefe fail of giving relief, a gentle fweat 
mould be excited in the ufual way. If there be much 
pain in the head or back, and the pulfe be full, or 
tenfe, ten or twelve ounces of blood fliould be loft, 
before the ufe of the fweat, and either before or af- 
ter taking the purge. Entire reft from bufinefs and 
excrcife of ail kinds will be neceffary to give effica- 
cy to the above remedies. 

If the exiftence of the difeafe were more early, 
and more generally admitted, and the remedies which 
have been recommended, ufed before the fever was 
completely formed, there are the ftrongeft reafons to 
believe there would be muchlefs mortality from it. 

After the difeafe is formed, and appears with more 
or lefs of the following fymptoms, viz. chills, great 
heat, head-ache, arednefsin the eyes, ficknefs at the 
ftomach, vomiting, pains in the back, limbs and 
bowels, &c. the following remedies are proper : 

i. The lofs often or twelve ounces of blood two 
or three times a day while the pulfe continues to be 
full, or tense. — If the pulfe fhould be slower, 
and apparently weaker than natural, it calls for 
bleeding as much as it does when it difcovers pre- 
ternatural fulnefs and tenfion. 

2. The bowels fhould be purged at the fame time 
with calomel mixed with jalap or rhubarb in pow- 
ders or in pills. — The operation of this purging me- 
dicine mould be aided, when practicable, byclyfters 
compofed of half an ounce ofglauber falts diiTolved 
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in half a pint of warm water with fweet oil, molafTes, 
ami common fait of" each a table fpoonful, in it. 

The bowels mould be kept gently open through 
the whole courfe of the difcafe, by means of the 
above clyfters, and any other gently purging medi- 
cine. 

3. If the ftomach mould be fick and oppreffed 
with bile, a vomit of ipecacuhana, or tartar emetic 
may be given at any time on the 3d or 4th day of 
the difcafe, provided the pulfe has been reduced by 
previous bleeding and purging. From rive to ten 
drops of laudanum may be given to compofc the fto- 
mach if the vomit mould operate more than three 
or four times. 

4. Calomel mould be given from the beginning, 
in doles of from two to five grains, every two hours, 
in order to excite a falivation. If the calomel mould 
purge more than two or three times a day, four or 
five°drops of laudanum may be given two or three 
times a day, in order to confine the calomel to the 
bowels, and thereby to determine it to the mouth 
and throat. We have feen no death where this me- 
dicine has produced a falivation. 

5. After the pulfe is reduced by bleeding and 
purging if the difeafe has not yielded, a profufe 
fweat mould be excited by wrapping the patient up 
in blankets, with five or fix hot bricks wetted with 
vinegar applied to different parts of his body, and gi- 
ving him at the fame time large and repeated 
draughts during twenty- four hours of hot camomile 
or Cage tea, hot lemonade or weak punch, or any 
other hot liquor that is agreeable to him, to drink. 
This fweat mould be continued for twenty-four 
hours, 'till the patient is out of danger. 

6. Blifteis mould be applied to the wrifts and an- 
kles, in common cafes, about the third or fourth day 
of the fever, if the pulfe be reduced, or the ftcknefs

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at ftomach is troublefome. If the head be much af- 
fected, a blifter mould be applied to the neck or to 
the crown of the head, firft cutting off the hair and 
(having it, and if the ftomach fhould be much af- 
fected' after the third or fourth day a large blifter 
fhould be applied to it. 

7. In cafe of delirium with a languid pulfe, poul- 
tices of raw garlic w i tn a ^ tt: ^ e milliard mould be 
applied to the feet. 

8. Frefh air mould be admitted into lick rooms 
at all times, and cool air in the beginning of the fe- 
ver when the fkin is hot, and the pulfe full and tenfe. 
In this date of the fever, the hands, feet and face 
fhould be waflied ten or twelve times a day with 
cold water. In a cool ftate of the fkin, or when 
the body is covered with fwear, cool air and cold 
water are improper. 

9. The body and bed linen of the fick mould be 
frequently changed, and all offenfive matters dif- 
charged from them, mould be inftantly removed. 

In cafes of great weaknefs, the patient mould not 
be permitted to rife from his bed when under the 
operation of purging phyfick nor upon any other oc- 
cafion. 

10. The drinks of fick people in the beginning of 
the fever, fhould be toaft and water, tamarind water, 
lemonade, currant jelly difTblved in water, apple wa- 
ter or barley water. In the latter ftage of the fever, 
the drink may be porter and water, claret and wa- 
fer, milk and water, orcomomile tea. 

Weak tea and coffee may be taken in the begin- 
ning of the fever. In its fecond ftage the patient 
may eat bread and m ilk with roafted apples or foft 
peaches, chocolate, fago, tapioca, ripe fruits, weak 
chicken or veal broth, and a little boiled chicken. 

It will be improper to depend exclufively upon 
any one of the above remedies.

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force of them all is barely fufficient in many cafes to

The prevalence of the fever in New- York, ac- 
counted tl.v, 33 follows, in the Philadelphia Gazette 
of the 4th initant, under the New-York head : 

« FEVER. 

" A very confidcrable alarm having taking p^ace 
among the ckiz« na, and tifce molt exaggerat< d re- 
ports circulated about the country, of the fieknefi 
With which certain parts of the city are afflicted, we 
have thought it a duty to make fuch enquiries as 
might enable us to place the matter in a point of 
view, as near the truth as poflible. 

About the beginning of Auguft, in confequence of 
the foul, unfinifhed itate of ieveral water-lots, on the 
Eaft river, between Coentics and the Old-llip, up- 
wards of 20 perfons were attacked nearly about the 
fame time, with what appeared to be colds, 

fome Qightly, others more feverely ; but the general 
occurrence of the fact in that neighbourhood led to a 
belie/that it aroie from i :aufe and threatened 

fomething more ferious. . The foulnefs of the lots, 
and efpecially two vacant ones, being receptacles of 
every kind of filth, was confidered as that caaje j and 
in pursuance of official arrangement, they were im- 
mediately covered with wholefome land: The effect 
was - 1 general reftoration of the lick. 

In the neighbourhood of the New- flip, where the 
buildings for the moll part, are imall, and many of 
them inhabited by poor people, wh > live in acroud- 
ed manner, and in filiations - of proper ven- 
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tilation, difeafes occurred about the- 12th — a number 
of perfons died — hut at prefent there appears to be 
no great caufe of alarm in that quarter. 

'« About the fame period, or a little later, two or 
three perfons were feiztd at Brucc's wharf w.ith fuf- 
picious fymptomsj and fome deaths have taken place 
there and in its vicinity, owing, it is generally 
thought, to the extremely foul condition of Biuce 
and Marfton's unfilled lots bounding on the Eaft- 
river, at the foot of Pine-ftreet — the effluvia ifiuing 
from them being highly putrid and offenfive. Mea- 
fures have been taken, and are now in operation, to 
cover them with wholefome earth, by which means 
it is hoped the evil in that quarter, if it has arifen 
from this fource, may be corrected. 

" About the 20th, feveral perfons were feized in 
Cliff-ftreet, nearly in the fame manner as thofe be- 
tween Coenties and the Old-flip. At firft they ge- 
nerally confidered their complaints to be mere colds 
taken by deeping with open windows in the vio- 
lently hot weather which then prevailed — Unfortu- 
nately, it was a mor ferious cafe. The patients ra- 
pidly grew worfe, and feveral died as well there as 
in John, Gold and Rider-ftreets, and Eden's-Allies, 
all lying within the vicinity of Burling-dip fewer. 
Thefe complaint?, on inveftigation, were thought to 
proceed, in part, from theofiendve date of that few- 
er ; which had, for fome time, become a receptacle 
for various fptcies of putrid matter, and of which the 
mouth lies nearly oppofite John-ftreet, commonly 
called Golden-hill-ftreet — fo that, whenever a South 
or S. E. wind prevailed, it blew through the fewer, 
and bore a column of effluvia up John-ftreet, and 
through that into Cliff, and the adjacent ftreets, ren- 
dering the atmofphere intollerably bad. The bed: 
informed phyficians are of this opinion. The head 
©f the fewer has fince been clofed by a valve-door, 
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and a confiderable quantity of quick lime thrown 
into it, with a view of neutralizing its contents. A 
fimilar door, with the fame intention, has been ad- 

I to the Ferry-ftreet fewer. 

" Other caufes are alfo alledged, and with great 
ability, at lcaft, if not certainty. 

" h is well known that the ceflation of our com- 
mercial intercourfe with the French Iflands, in con- 
feqm-nce of their hoftile violence, has greatly lefibn- 
cd the demand for provifions : ofcouric Urge quan- 
tities of beef remained in many cellars, particularly 
among the merchants of Pearl ftreet. Much of this, 
from what is now fcen to be an improper mode of 
I king, as directed by a late law, has lately become 
tainted, emitted a very putrid effluvium — corrupting 
the air and contributing its fhare as a caufe of dif- 
eafe. Wo learn that the commifiioners of the health- 
office have taken meafures to have it all infpected, 
and the fpoiled removed out of town. Much al- 
ready has been fent away, and the remainder is go- 
ing as fill as poffible. 

" Theft caufes, with the immenfe fall of rain, 
and violent heats, experienced in the courfe of Au- 
guft, are fuppofed to have originated the difcafc 
which has fpread fuch panic as to drive many fami- 
lies into the country. 

" On the molt diligent enquiry however, we can- 
not find out, that any great fuBjefl; of alarm exifts, 
:pt in the neighbourhood of the New-flip— in 
the vicinity of Darling-flip-fewer — and at the foot 
of Pine-itreet/at which places feveral perfons have 
died. 

" Individual cafes have alfo occurred in other 

parts ofjJiC town, but, as in 1795, they remain infu- 

lated, and without communication to the attendants, 

1 as we can diicover. Theie, it is generally 

thought were taken at one or the other of the places 

mentioned. 
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" An opinion has been avowed by fome, that the 
difeafe has been imported, or arofe from damaged 
coffee, thrown out of a fliip on Kelley's dock, weft 
of the New-flip. This, in the prefent inftance, is 
utterly groundless, and can ferve no purpofc but 
that of delufion. The quantity of refufe-coffee al- 
luded to by our advocates for imported contagion 
did not exceed half a peck, and was the mere fweep- 
ings of the hold. 

" We are informed by a gentleman who has been 
at the pains to collect a lift of the perfons interred 
in the leveral burial grounds, that during the laft 
week, they averaged about 12 per day — and that 
previous to Sunday laft, there was no very unufuai 
mortality for the feafon. 

" With refpect to new cafes, enquiry at the beft 
fources, enables us to fay they have very much de- 
clined within the laft 24 hours, and that the difeafe 
yields more readily to medicine. 

" How far this ftatement authorizes the extreme 
alarm which precipitates fo many citizens out of 
town, we do not know j but it would at leaft be ad- 
visable that all who remove fhould leave their hou- 
fes, cellars and yards in a cleanly condition — that 
fuch as remain may not be expofed to the bad ef- 
fects of their careleflhefs and indifcretion. 

" The fyftem of cleanlinefs adopted by the com- 
miffioners of the health-office, we are happy to ob- 
krvty is purfued with increafed vigour ; and indefa- 
tigable efforts are daily made by that board, to pre- 
clude every fource of impure air in the city. 

" This ftatement may be depended on — it is the 
refult of enquiry of the firft authority."

THE fever which at this time prevails in ourun- 
for u iate city and fuburbs, is the very fame in kind 
as iha which prevailed in '93 and '97, occafioned hy 
imported contagion, and was introduced into it for 
t of efficient healt^lawsj and the proper re- 
gulation of quarantines ; as I propofc to make ap- 
pear in a future paper. 

This contagion however appears, from numerous 
obfervations, and the moil authentic facts, to be ca- 
pable of producing fever, only under particular cir* 
cumftances : thefe circumflances, removed or avoid- 
ed, the contagion becomes inactive and harmlefs. 

This fever had not been obferved to exift in Phi- 
ladelphia for more than thirty years before the year 
>£-. — -and has never been known to exift in the win- 
ter feafonin this climate ; differing in this refpect, 
from thoft contagious fevers that are bred in jails, 
hofpitals and prifon mips j but perfectly refembling 
the plagues which have been introduced at different 
times into different maritime towns in Europe from 
certain parts of Africa, and the Turkifh dominions 
in Europe bordering upon Afia. 

The circumflances which render the contagion of 
the yellow fever active and favor its fppeading or be- 
coming epidemic, appear to be, hot, ratified and 
flagnant, or confined air, more efpecially when re- 
plete and altered in its falutary quality by putrid ex- 
halations from dead vegetable and animal fubftances. 
Under the recited circumiiances the majority of 
thofe who approach very near to, or come in contact 
with the fick, fo as to receive the exhalations emit- 
ted by the lungs or fldn, become in the courie of a 
few days, moil commonly on the fifth or fixth day af- 
ter fuch expofuce, affected with the fame kind of fe- 
ver, but as all that approach within the fame diflancc 
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to the lick do not afterwards take the dtfeafe though 
they have received the contagious particles into i 
bodies, it implies that their conftitutions air not 
difpofed to favour its operation, that is, that 
peifeired of a power to refill its action or impn 
on, or that the contagion mixing with the fluids in 
the or wi h thofe in the arteries paties out 

agiin, with fomeofthe ufual excretions. 

The circumftances which, in molt cafes, appear 
to give effect to the contagion, ib as to produce le- 
ver, after it has been received into the circulation 
through the medium of the ftomach, lungs or (kin, 
appear to be fuch as have the power of inducing Rid- 
den and great debility in the feveral functions ol 
body, end confequent fpafm or conduction of the 
extreme vefic Is, &c. 

Among the chief of thefe, may be reckoned, fud- 
denexpofure to cold, after great fatigue, or after be- 
ing greatly heated by exercife and expofure to the 
icorching rays of the fun. 

Intemperance, fucceeded by abftinmce, frequent 
blood letting, purging, falling, and con Man t terror 
or dread of the difeafe, have all a fimilar efrect. — 
Whereas moderate and refreshing exercife, the tem- 
perate u(t of fuch nourifhing food as has no tenden- 
cy to Simulate or inflame, and rather to preferve 
the bowels laxative than otherwife, and the temper- 
ate ufe of diluted fermented liquors, particularly 
found bottled porter and claret, have the moll Mili- 
tary effect in preventing the operation of the conta- 
gion, and alio of rendering the difeafe milder and 
more manageable by the phyfician, when it does at- 
tack, than when it occurs in thofe previously debi- 
litated. 

The air in the open Itreets, I believe, never be- 
comes fufficiently contaminated by the contagious 
panicles (let the patients be ever fo numerous in the 
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houfes) to communicate the difeafe to any perfon 
walking in the middle of the ftreet, or even on th> 
pavements, when the wind blows from the oppofiofc 
fide. This is a fact: not only confirmed by the ob* 
fervations of the judicious and accurate Dr. Ri 
in his account of a peftilential fever at Aleppo, and 
by all the phyficians that have publifned an account 
of the difeafe, as it has appeared in different parrs of 
Europe, but is alfo eftablifhed by the events of laft 
year, and by thofe of '93. 

In the year '93, all the prifoners in the jail of 
Philadelphia, amounting to more than 200 ; the 
penfioners in the alms houfe ; and the patients in 
the Pennfylvinia hofpital, efcaped the difeafe, ow- 
ing to the precaution of preventing the admiffion of 
any fick or fufpicious perfon, as well as every infect- 
ed article into thofe places. 

Ail the families, alfo, that remained in the city, 
and confined themfelves and their domeftics frictly 
to their own houfes, and fuffered no lick perfon, or 
anyone lately recovered from the diforder, or any 
material from an infected houfe, to come near them ; 
and employed fome trufty perfon to furniih them 
with marketing and other necefTaries from fources 
free from infection, efcaped the difeafe without ex- 
ception. This was alfo the cafe with all the farmers 
that attended the market, that cautioufly avoided 
fleeping at, or going into any of the chambers of the 
taverns or places where they put up. This could 
not have been the cafe if the whole atmofphere of 
the city had been tainted, or replete with noxious 
exhalations. 

By obferving the preceding rules and cautions, 
therefore, thofe inhabitants who cannot procure a 
retreat in the country, may certainly preferve them- 
felves from taking the fever. 

Thele are confolatory facts, drawn from experien- 
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ced 1 bfervcrs j and they are facts that may be fitly 
oppofed to the popular notions of contagion, fo ape 
to affect tin- imagination in moments of consternati- 
on and difm 

Before I conclude, I think it proper to add, that I 
have fn qi cntly feen perfons, whole office it is to 
attend the fi< k, efcape the difeafc in large airy 
apartments, without observing any precaution at all ; 
but havefeldom obferved this to be the cafe in fmall 
confined places unfavourable for ventilation, especi- 
ally where the circumtlances of the patient, would 
not admit of daily changes of the bed and body lin- 
en. Cleanlinefs, daily changes of apparel, and free 
ventilation appear, therefore, to be elltntial for pre- 
venting the contagious and malignant effects of the 
fever. 

Perhaps if phyficians and r.urfes were fludioufly 
to guard againft breathing when near the patient, 
and were never to fwallow their falivaj (by which 
it is probable the contagion is more frequently con- 
veyed into the body than by any other means) were 
careful to rince their mouths with cold water and 
vinegar, brandy and water or wine, and frequently to 
chew fome agreeable aromatic fubftancc ; were ne- 
ver to approach the lick with an empty ftomach, 
and were to rub half a drachm or a drachm of mer- 
curial ointment upon their limbs every night till it 
occalioned tendernefs of the mouth, it would prevent 
the contagion from operating, or at leaft render the 
dilcafe much more mild and manageable when it did 
occur-.

The editor of the Bee, at New-London, laments 
the neccffity he is under ofiufpending the publicati- 
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on his paper, on account of the prevalence of a ma- 
lignant aiforder in that place. (G. (J. S.) 

The following interefting remarks were published 
in the Philadelphia Gazette of the 13th inftant : 

" WE are apt to magnify whatever refpects our- 
felves. It ought not therefore to be furprizing if the 
papers of our city were full of remarkson the prevail- 
ing fever. Theextenfive misfortunes that it produ- 
ces occupying almoft exclusively our attention, our 
fubferibers at a diftance would not fail to liften with 
an indulgent ear to our tale ofdiftrefs, and fuffer us 
to fly to the only folace left us, that of exprefling our 
forrow. So far, however, have zht citizens of Phi- 
ladelphia been from indulging themfelves in fruitltfs 
exprefTions of regret, that our papers contain few 
animadverfions, and no difcuffions, refpecting the 
difeafe. They have not omitted to record facts, but 
every mind has been fuffered without prejudice to 
form its own deductions. This apparent apathy 
has rifen not from any real indifference or want of 
feeling, but from a conviction derived from expe- 
' rience, that in the collifion of hoftile opinions, hu- 
manity is often loft fight of, and an obftinate adher- 
ence to error is generated in its room. In the year 
'93 the medical pen was, in moft inftances, dipped 
in gall. The feveral combatants took their peculiar 
grounds and difdained, in too many cafes, to fave 
the life of a human being by following any other 
fuggellions, than their own. They detracted the 
public mind, and flicok all confidence in medical 
affiftance. 

The very reverfe of this has been exhibited du- 
ring the prefent feafon. No men have allied toge- 
ther in fupport of a favourite theory. The pride of 
opinion has- exifted but in a limited fpherc. The 
practice of one phyfician has become afiimilated to 
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that ofanOther ; and from the bed information thofc 
prcfcriptions appear to be very generally purfued, 
which are mild, and more congenial to nature than 
thole remedies, if remedies they may be called, 
which too often only refcue us from the difcafe to 
infill upon us one more fatal. 

<( Thefc i leas will not, at prefent, be purfued 
further. The chief defign of thefc notices is to ex- 
hibit the fuperior malignity of the prefent difeafe 
over that which prevailed in '93. It is computed 
that in that year 23,000 citizens left the city. They 
for;, d probably twO- fifths of the inhabitants. This 
year certainly three-fourths, but more likely five- 
fixths of the citizens, have departed. Taking tke 
intermediate number, the refukwill be that twice the 
proportion of citizens remained in Philadelphia in 
*9j that do this year. Some allowance, however, is 
to be made for the increafed population. But on 
the other han 1, when the caution of the citizens is 
confidered, and the arrangements that were made to 
refifl its Influence this year, the laft circumftances 
will be foi to balance the former. Bcfides it 
oujht to be remembered, that in a place contain- 
ing a given population, if an epidemic ragesi its vi- 
olence is not checked in the exact ratio of the dimi- 
nution of the inhabitants, but with much more ra- 
pidity. Notwithstanding thefe circumftances, the 
difeafe continues to rear its head, and to threaten 
mortality this year fuperior to that in '93."

(C MEDICAL. 

" THE great advantage to be derived to man- 
kind, from an infpection of the bodies of fuch as 
have died offo formidable an epidemic, as the yel- 
low fever, mult be obvious to all. The following 
cafes of difledtion may throw fome light on the na- 
ture of the difcafe, as it prevads in this town, and 
may, we hope, be of fome ufe, in investigating the 
treatment bed adapted to the purpofe of checking 
or fuppreffing its deflructive ravages. 

" The rirlt cafe was of a man, who died on the 
6th day from the feizure, and as no application was 
made to a phylkian, till the fiift ftage of the difcafe 
had nearly expired, the ftate of the organs may be 
confidered in a great mcafure as the natural effect of 
the difeafc, undillurbed by art. 

r< In the cavity of the cheft, the lungs were re- 
markably affected — They contained an uncommon 
quantity of dark blood in their vcilcls, which ren- 
dered them apparently more denfe than ufual ; the 
veficles not being diftended with air, and their fub- 
ftance confequently Icfs compreffible than ufual. — • 
The polterior part of both lobes was extremely livid, 
and in the cavities of the thorax was contained a 
large portion of extravafated blood, firmly coagu- 
lated, to the quantity ofcightorten ounces, as nearly 
as could be eftimated. 

" The pericadium contained as much as two or 
three ounces of fluid blood. The heart was of its 
ufual fizc -, but the coronary veins were fo diftended 

K 
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with blond, as to exhibit the appearance of a moll 
fuccefsful injection. In the cavity of the abdomen, 
the part raoft confpicuoufly morbid was the liver. — 
This organ appeared to be much inflamed both on 
its convex and concave furface ; its fubftance was 
much indurated, and on cutting, refembled in co- 
lour, a boiled liver. The gall bladder was contract- 
ed to a very fmall fize, and contained not more than 
a quarter of an ounce of a thick, glutinous, and al- 
moft infpiflated fubftance, refembling pith. There 
were no marks of any confiderable quantity of the 
bile having been lately contained in the fack, and 
none of the neighbouring parts had the lead tinge 
that denoted its prefencc. On cutting through the 
ductus communis choledochus, no bile iflued from 
the aperture ; the hepatic duct had alfo evidently for 
fome time, ceafed to tranfmit its fluid from the li- 
ver. The ftomach exhibited an enormous diftenfi- 
on of its veins, efpecially round the pylorus, and had 
every mark of great inflammation. The inteftines 
in general, were in the fame ftate with the ftomach; 
the fmaller were confiderably diftended, and the lar- 
ger contracted. The fpleen was uncommonly tur- 
gid, but in other refpects in its natural ftate. The 
peritoneum on the under fide of the diaphragm, 
and the pleura on the upper, bore the veftiges of in- 
flammation, but no other parts of thole membranes 
appeared to have been difeafed. 

" The omentum was confiderably thickened, and 
from the turpr fcer.ee of" its blood veiTcls, of a colour 
unufually dark. There were no appearances in the 
thoracic or abdominal vifceia of fuppuration, nor 
was any degree of fceter perceived to arife from 
them ; nor'was there the leaft mark of even incipient 
putrifaction in any part of the body. It may be 
proptrto remark on this cafe, that in every ftagc of 
the difeafe, the dilcnaiges from the bowels., were of 
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the colour and confidence of water gruel, ex< 

few evacuations of a matter fimilar to what i 

the black vomit -, and that this ufually fatal fymptom 

had ado preceded the patient's death on the fourth 

day of the difeafe. 

" The fecond cafe The fubjeft of this did: , 
on was the body of a perfon, who died on the i 
day of the attack with fymptoms of a mixed kind ; a 
re million of the difeafe had taken place at the peri- 
od ufually critical, upon which, on the 6rh day, a 
delirium enfucd, and continued to the moment of 
fatal termination, 

" On opening the cranium, the brain was found 
to have its v (Ti Is aftonifhingly deftined with blood, 
an ounce or two of ferum was effulcd between the 
dura and pia mater. Under the fagittal future, and 
by the fide of the longitudinal finus, where the large 
veins Germinate in that cavity, a lymphatic b 
about an inch wide, extending nearly the wl 

th of the (inus, was formed by the co; 
lymph, which had been effufed from th, vcf- 

fels, by the violence of the preceding inflammation, 
and thii fubftancc bad ferved as a medium ol 
on, between the dura and pia mater in that part. 

« The lungs adhered very firmly to the pleura 
on the right fide, and appeared polteriorly to have 
been much inflamed, and in fomc parts zo be indu- 
rated in portions of about the fize of a pigeon's 
The left lobe adhered lb firmly to the pleura, as not 
to be feparated but by tearing the (iibftance of the 
lungs, which here appeared extremely difeafed, and 
in a Hate of actual fuppuration throughout its whole 
fubilance. The heart was in its natural Hate. The 
liver was much enlarged, and in a Hate that denoted 
a high degree of inflammation ; the convex fur: 
of the great lobe near the gall bladder exhibiting 
marks of extravafation, as if violently ed. — 
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The gall bladder was full of bile, and the dufts per- 
vious. 

" The ftomach was nearly in its natural ftate, 
but on the infide, the furface of the villous coat, was 
befmearcd with a matter, which feemed to be of the 
fame nature with the black vomit, tho* nothing of 
this kind had been ejected in the courfe of the dif- 
eafe. 

" The duodenum, was much inflamed for feveral 
inches from its commencement at the ftomach, and 
the whole tract of the fmaller inteftines was in the 
fame (late. The urinary bladder was contracted to 
the fize of a pullet's egg, and its inner coat appeared 
to have been in a high ftate of inflammation, the vef- 
fels having been diftended to fuch a degree, as to 
have fuffered a rupture, and to have effufed a quan- 
tity of blood into the cavity of this organ. 

" The ftate of the lungs in this fubject, was pro- 
bably the confequence, chiefly of a previous difeafe, 
independent of that which proved fatal here. An af- 
fection of the lungs had fometime exifted, whilft the 
fubjecl: was in other refpects intolerable health, and in 
the purfuit of his bufmefs ; fo that a pulmonary con- 
fumption would in all probability, have fhortly put 
a period to his life, had the difeafe of which he died, 
never overtaken him. 

" The third cafe. In this inftance the difeafe 
terminated fatally on the fourth day. 

" Upon- opening the thorax, the lungs difcover- 
ed marks of inflammation, anteriorly, and were ex- 
tremely gorged with blood, in the poftcrior part of 
their reflective lobes. 

tc The liver exhibited marks of inflammation ef- 
pecially on its concave fide, and pofterior part ; its 
texture was altered, and of a very denfe confidence. 
The gall-bladder was completely obliterated, its 
ccrats having coalefced with the contiguous parts fo 
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as to form with them one confufed membranous 
fubftance. The ftomach was externally to appear- 
ance in a natural Mate, but its inner coat was cover- 
ed with that black coloured fluid, denominated the 
black vomit. 

" The color in fome parts had been much infla- 
med, as well as part of the omentum where attached 
to this inteftine. 

" it is worthy of remark, that in both the cafes, 
where the galJ bladder had been difeafed, and ceafed 
to perform its functions ; or where the liver had been 
rendered incapable of fecreting the bile, the body 
became yellow, before death -, whereas in the other, 
where the bile was found in due quantity, this cir- 
cumrtance did not occur. 

" From the above directions, which evinced a 
deficiency of fecretion in the biliary organs, the in- 
dications of cure feemed to be directed towards a 
courfe, which might obviate the inflammation in ge- 
neral of the organs difeafed, and open the excretory 
dufts of the liver, that the fluid might refume its 
courfe into the inteftines. 

" It is with the higheft degree of pleaftire, that we 
communicate to the public our hopes that after pro- 
per evacuations, the ufe of calomel may be found to 
anfwer thefe important purpofes. This medicine 
has been accordingly ufed with much fuccefs in fif- 
teen patients within eighteen days, all of whom, ex- 
cepting one, have recovered -, or have paft the dan- 
gerous period. It has been given not in the ufual 
doles, for the purpofe of an evacuant by the intef- 
tines, but in fmall dofes of one, two or three 
grains, every hour or two, fo as to produce a faii- 
vation as foon as poflible ; with this view, from one 
hundred to two hundred and thirty grains of calomel 
have been given in the courfe of two or three days, 
commencing the ufe of it immediately after the rirft

copious evacuations by bleeding and purging i and 
in every inftance as the falivation came on, thedif- 
eafe has abated. 

" Coinciding in fentiment, refpecYing the ufe of 
mercury, fo as to produce a ialivation, we with 
pleafure mention the learned doctor Rufh, of Phila- 
delphia. But the method is more explicitly and 
highly recommended by James Clark, M. D. F. R. 
S. E. in a treatife on the yellow fever, as it appeared 
in the ifland of Dominica, in the years '93, '94, '95, 
and '96. 

" The doctor recommends the free ufe of mercu- 
ry, both as a remedy and preventative — and fays, 
<c the officers of the army and navy, who have lei- 
fure and can be prevailed upon, on their arrival in 
the Weft-Indies, to undergo one or two courfes of 
mercury, taking a few laxative medicines, after con- 
fining themfelves to a moderate ufe of wine, and 
living chiefly on vegetables and fruits for the firft 
two months after their arrival, may rely almoft to a 
certainty, on efcaping the fever.

and that there is no other perfon fick with the difor- 
der in that town, or hofpital, or on board any veffel 
in the harbour. [Phila. Gaz.] 

In confequence of the fever having made its ap- 
pearance in the jail, the vagrant females and untried 
criminals have been removed to Morris's buildings. 
The male as wll as female convicts, are to remain 
in the jail. The male convicts amount to about 
140 — and no precaution has yet been taken to fe- 
parate the diftafed from the found. The whole 
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number altogether in the jail, when the fever made 
its appearance, was about 300, including debtors. 

September 18th. 
Two phyficians began to-day to prefcribe for the 
lick at the encampment on Mailers' fields. Some 
of the people have been attacked with fymptoms of 
the prevailing fever fince they came out. 

The mayor of Baltimore iflued the following pro- 
clamation on the 15th, prohibiting che entrance into 
that city of all perfons from New-York, Philadel- 
phia and Wilmington :

A PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS, it hath pleafed Almighty God, to 
vifit the cities of New- York, Philadelphia, and the 
borough of Wilmington, in the itate of Delaware, 
with a malignant and mortal fever, which excites 
great apprehenfions in the minds of the citizens of 
Baltimore (who have been blefTed with an uncom- 
mon degree of health this feafon) left daily com- 
munication with thofe places may introduce the faid 
diforder into this city, and makes them dcfirous that 
all intercoufe, during the prefent critical period, 
fhould be reftrained : 

I have, therefore, deemed it proper, in conformi- 
ty with the powers veiled in me bylaw, to iflue this 
proclamation, hereby forbidding the entrance into 
the city of Baltimore, or within three miles thereof, 
of all perfons whomfoever, who have come from the 
cities of New- York or Philadelphia, or from the bo- 
rough of Wilmington, in the ftate of Delaware, and 
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the citizens of Baltimore from having any commu- 
nication with them, uncil they can produce an ap- 
proved certificate of their abfence from thofe places 
at leaft fifteen days previous thereto, excepting only 
fuch perfons as may come into Baltimore, or within 
three miles thereof, on or before Tuefday next, the 
1 8th inft. conformably to my proclamation of the 
1 8th day of Auguft, and the carriers of the mail. 

This proclamation to remain in full force until 
public information is given to the contrary, of which 
all perfons concerned are to take notice and govern 
themfclves accordingly.

September 19th. 
All the pafhire grounds and upland meadows ap- 
peared parched up, and the ground withered and 
brown, before the rain which fell to-diy. The 
grafs-hoppers are very numerous, but mufketoes are 
leis io than ufual at this feafon of the year — the num- 
ber of flics as ufual. 

Yefterday the criminals in the jail, taking advan- 

L 
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tagc of the abfence of the jailor, made an attempt to 
break out by force, but were overpowered by the 
bravery of Robert Wharton, efq. one of the alder- 
men of the city, and a few affiftants. Two of the 
criminals were killed before the reft furrendered. If 
thefe unprincipled wretches had fucceeded in their 
attempt, in ail probability the city would have been 
pillaged and, perhaps, fet on fire. 

Three men were found dead in a very putrid and 
offenfive condition, yellerday. The following is 
taken from the Philadelphia Gazette of yellerday : 

" A man was found dead the day before yellerday 
in a houfe in Front near Walnut-ftreet, directly op- 
opfitc the Green tree pump. The corpfe was firft 
difcovered by the very offenfive fmell which was 
found to proceed from the houfe. From the time 
that has elapfed, fince the family left the houfe, the 
corpfe, it is thought, mull have been laying there at 
leaft a month— ^-It was in fo high a ftate of putrefac- 
tion, when difcovered, that it was removed by pie- 
ces to the coffin, in which it was depofited ! 

" In addition to the above, a man was found in a 
houfe in South Water-ftreet, near Chelnut-flreet — 
it is fuppofed that he had been dead for three weeks 
—it was difcovered by a man having occafion to go 
into the houfe for fome things which he had left; on 
opening the door, there was fuch a flench came out 
of the houfe, that he was obliged to retreat. 

" A negro man entered the houfe and found the 
body of a man almoft devoured by vermin ; infor- 
mation was given at the Health-Office, about 4 
o'clock in the afternoon ; the people waited till 8 
o'clock in the evening and heard nothing from the 
Health-Office, two black men were hired for fix- 
teen dollars, to take the corps and throw it into the 
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river. Yefterday morning the corpfe was fccn float- 
ing in the dock. 

" A man was found dead in a fail-loft yefterday 
morning : The people near the fail-loft, fay, that he 
was well Saturday at noon." 



It appears by the public prints, that there were 
only 5 perfons with the yellow fever at Portsmouth, 

on the 10th in It. 



The yellow fever has made its appearance in the 
debtorsjail in New-York. 



The papers mention the deaths of feveral very re- 
fpcctablc people in New-York. 

September 20th. 
A committee was appointed the 12th infl. at 
Bourdentown, (N. j.) for the purpofe ofcolledi 
donations for the neceffitous and diitrcfled inhabi- 
tants of Philadelphia. 



The following perfons are appointed, by the con- 
curring rclolutions of the managers of the board of 
managers of the Tiofpitals, and of the Guardians of 
the Poor, for the purpofe of relieving fuch of their 
fellow- citizens as are not in a fituationto remove to 
the encampment, viz: John Kehr, Peter Miercken, 
A. Steel, Thomas Allibone, E. Garrigues, Stephen 
Maxricld, N. A. Smith, Daniel Doughty, Peter 
Baker, John llutchinfon, W. Stephenfon, John 
James, Thomas Savery, Rhea King, Palchal Hol- 
lingfworth, and John Teas. 

Zepheniah Webfter, printer, his wife and fon, all 
died of the fever in the courfe of the pre lent week. 



A variety of donations have been received every 
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day, for fome time pafl, at the tents and at the en- 
campment. 

I rode through chief part of the city to-day, and 
obferved very h w houies, weft of Eighih-ilrtct, (hut 
up ; but fcarccly one in an hundred open in any 
other part, excepting in the northern and fouthern 
extremities, where the difeafe appears now to be 
extending ics ravages. 

There was not a cafe of fever in any part of South- 
wark before the death of Mr. Ruffe], which was on 
the 8th of Auguft, and very few on the 20th of Au- 
gun:. 



Kenfington, where the difeafe appeared early in 
Auguit, while the fhip Deborah was undergoing re- 
pairs there, is nearly deferted. 

Nothwithftanding thefe facts, many perfons, whofe 
educations and opportunities of acquiring knowledge 
one might think would have taught them better, 
afcribe the rife and progrefs of the difeafe folely to 
the impurity of the air of die city. 

September 21ft. 

The board of n ai agers publifned in the Phila- 
delphia Gazette of to day, a ftatement of compara- 
tive facts between the mortality at the City Hofpi- 
tal, and that of the City and Liberties, from the 9th 
of Auguit to the 19th of September, inclufive, of 
which the following is an abftract :

Of which have been ferit to the Hofpital, $3$ 

There have died at the Hofpital 276 

(which is more than half of all fent there) 
Number of patients attended in the City and

(which is nearly 3-4 of the number attended there.) 
What is the obvious deduction fiom the preceding 
facts ? Remove the fick immediately to the Hofpi- 
tal, and the well to the encampments, and the cx- 
ceflive mortality will of tourfc fubfide.

September 21ft. 
In an advertifement figned by Mr. Saml. Coats, 
dated the 20th inft. it is mentioned that one of the 
nudes is now ill of the yellow fever in the hofpital, 
which flie is fuppofed to have caught by going into 
the city for clothes, about fifteen days fince. Ex- 
cepting the nurfe, there has been but one other per- 
fon fick in the Hofpital of the fever this year, viz : 
a man that was admitted as a lunatic the 25th ult. 
This man was removed to the City Hofpital, and 
there died in a few days. 

On the 17th inft. only 25 perfons remained with 
the malignant fever in Bofton. (Phiia. Gaz.) 

A fubfeription is opened in Bofton and in Provi- 
dence, for the relief of the fuffcrers in Philadelphia. 

Dr. Elihu. Hubbard Smith, one of the proprie- 
tors and conductors of the New- York Medical Re- 
pofitory, died of the yellow fever yefterday the 20th 
inft. in the 27th year of his age. He died on the 
3d day of the difeaie, the fymptoms of which were, 
in his cafe, malignant to a degree almoft beyond 
example. 

The number of fick at New-London on the 18th 
inft. were — 46. 
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Wilmington (Del.) ftill continues to be ravaged 
by the fever. 106 deaths, viz. 99 adults and 7 chil- 
dren, have occurred from the 7th of Auguft to the 
20th inftant, inclufive, 9 perfons died within 24 
hours, ending laft Thurfday, the 19th inft. Mod of 
the houfes in the lower part of the town are defer- 
red. (Phila. Gaz.) 

Similar accounts have been received from the 
little villages of Chefter and Marcus-Hook, on the 
river Delaware, between Philadelphia and Wilming- 
ton. 



It appears from a communication from Dr. Da- 
vidfon to Dr. Meafe, publifhed in the Medical Re- 
pofitory of New-York, that the atmofphere of the 
Weft- India I (lands, where the fever is fo frequently 
malignant and mortal, contains a confiderably great- 
er proportion of pure air than the atmofphere in any 
part of Europe. Hence a (Irong prefumption ari- 
fes, that the difeafe does not originate from impure 
air, but is the offspring of fpecific contagion. 

Patroles, in conjunction with the ordinary watch- 
men, whofe number has been doubled, continue to 
guard the city in the night. 

September 24th. 
A few of the fociety of friends met in the city to 
hold their annual meeting, but immediately adjourn- 
ed, on account of the fever, till December next. 



All the banks are now removed to Gerrrjantown. 
The afliftant cafhier of the bank of United States, 
Mr. Kuhl, is now with the difeafe in Germantown. 

P. S. He was falivated and recovered. 

Mod of the clerks of this bank, are either dead, 
or have been fick. 
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The following hand bill, without dace or fignature* 

was publifhed on the 22nd or 24th of September, 
and diftributed among the inhabitants ftill remain- 
ing in the city. 

" REFLECT BEFORE IT IS TOO LATE! 

tf Fellow Citzens, reflect upon your danger 
before it is too late. One hundred of us arc attack- 
ed with the fever every day. One half of that num- 
ber is daily carried to the grave. If we remain in 
town it is probable that the fever will continue five 
or fix weeks longer, and by that time one half of 
our number will have been fick, and one fourth of 
us will be no more. 

" How different is the fituation of our friends in 
the country and in the rents. 

" Two thoufand perfons in the tents have loft 
but feventeen in twenty-live days, while the fame 
number in Philadelphia have loll one hundred and 
feventy- eight. 

" At the encampments there is great plenty of 
good food. 

<c In town it is refolved to give nothing to the 
poor who are able to go. 

" WHY DO YOU PREFER FAMINE, 
SICKNESS AND DEATH,- TO HEALTH 
AND PLENTY ? 

" It is not yet too late to remove. 

" GO BEFORE IT IS TOO LATE!" 



I rode through feveral parts of the city to-day, 
:md have never feen the ftreets cleaner and freer from 
putrid materials or ftagnant water, than at prefent. 
September 25th. 

No frefli cafes of malignant fever in Newport on 
the 15th inftant; and on the 17th only 3. On the 
19th there were only 25 perfons lick of the fever in 
Bolton. 
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The names of the revd. Mr. Hendel, pallor of the 
German Prefoytcrian church, and Hillary Baker, 
efq. mayor of the city of Philadelphia, are on the 
lift of deaths to-day. 



The city appears deferred and difconfolate, and 
the diftreffed imagination paints the fell meffenger 
of death, waving his fable plume over the affrighted 
city, and ftriking with his dread wand the opening 
tomb. 

<c Pale fhoot the ftars acrofs the troubled night, 
" The tim'rous moon withholds herconfeious light: 
tc Shrill fcream the famifh'd cats and panting fowls, 
cc And loud and long the dog of midnight howls." 



The ravages of death increafe ■, medicinal aid is 
fought in vain : 

" In promifcuous clufters, lie the dying and the dead, 
tc O'er the friendlefs bier, no rites are read, 
" No requiem chaunted, and no pall outfpread. 
cc One common grave receives the lifelefs throno-, 
fi While the black herle, in filence, moves along." 

September 26th. 
The revd. John Dickins, of the Methodift's So- 
ciety, died to-day ; and one of the clergymen of the 
Roman Catholic Church, a few days fince. 

September 27th. 
It appears from the returns of this day, that the 
late increafed coolnefs of the air has increafedj the 
lift of new cafes. 



There are now near one thoufand perfons in the 
fheds or board tents, in the encampment in Mafters' 
fields, all from the City, Liberties and fuburbs. 
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On Sunday lafl the 23d irift. the phyficians at the 

encampment prefcribed tor 32 patients who had 

rent complaints; of thefe 32, there were only 

14 that had the malignant fever. One of them had 
been out of'rhe city nine day. attacked 

with the difeafc, viz. Hutchinfon Thompfon, a boy 
ten years of age. 



Only four frefh cafes or fever have occurred at 
the encampment finci the 23d, though frefh families 
are daily coming out of the city, and though many 
of them have hern much expofed to the late rains 
and damp ground. This furnifhes a ftrong argu- 
ment in favour of thofe who maintain the opinion, 
that the prevailing fever is propagated by contagion 
from the difeafed, and not by any depravity or nox- 
ious particles difTufed through the atmofphere from 
putrid vegetable or dead animal matter. For thefe 
breathed the fame air as the red of the citizens, but 
none but thofe that had received the contagion from 
the difeafed, were affected by caufes allowed by eve- 
ry one to be powerfully adapted to excite the difeafc 
into action. 

There were only 25 perfons with the fever in 
Bofton the 21ft inft. (Phila. Gaz.) 



The fever in the jail of Philadelphia has hitherto 
been confined to the vagrants and criminals ; the 
eaft wing has been converted into an hofpital, and 
every humane and falutary meafure adopted for the 
convenience and cure of the fick. (Ph, Gaz.) 



There were 7 deaths at Wilmington on the 25th 
inft. 



September 28th.. 
One of the phyficians prefcribed to-day at the 
M 
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encampment for 34 patients, one of which is a de- 
cided cafe of yellow fever, and one fufpicious. 

Nine are on the recovery. 

Five have been lent to the City Hofpital. 



Hutchinfon Thompfon died on the 7th day of the 
difeafe — his corpfe of a deep faffron colour. 

The fifter of John Vandgriff, a child, flept in the 
fame bed with her brother the whole time of his 
licknefs. The mother alfo remained in the Hofpi- 
tal with them, and did not take the difeafe. 



Two of Polly Galagher's little fitters flept in the 
fame bed with her three nights while fhe had the 
fever. The father and mother alfo flept in the 
fame tent with her. She died on the 4th day, two 
hours after admiffion into the City Hofpital. 



Ann Dilmore's child was fuckled by her in the 
tent three days when in the fever ; was given to 
another woman to nurfe, after the death of its mo- 
ther. 

P. S. Not one of thefe caught the difeafe. 



" New-London, Sept. 24th. — 8 new cafes of fe- 
ver fince laft report — 32 now fick — 5 dangerous." 



Since the great fall of rain on Friday the 2.1ft in- 
ftant, the complaints have been greater. (P. G.) 

One of the prifoners having died of the fever in 
the debtors apartment in the new jail, the remainder 
have been fent to Norriitown. 



" Bofton, Sept. 24th. — Since the return on the 
21ft inft. 11 have died and 56 new cafes have occur- 
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red — 80 now remain Tick, 16 of whom are on the 
recovery.

REMARKS, WHICH FOLLOW THE ABOVE. 

<c The above return has excited confiderable ad- 
ditional alarm in town and country. Ic is certainly 
melancholly : but we defire to praife Heaven, a 
fmart nortrf-eafterly fionn, which we hope and an- 
ticipate, will check the march and diffipatc the ma- 
lignancy of the pefiilence, and thoroughly cleanfe 
our atmofphere, yefterday morning commenced its 
falutary operation, and terminated laft evening in a 
(trong north- weller. We expect in a few days to 
congratulate our friends in the country, on the re- 
turn of Ilygeia to the metropolis j and to invite 
their return. 

" In continuing this melancholy detail, we cannot 
fupprefs thofe painful emotions, which naturally 
arifc, when contemplating one of the greateft cala- 
mities which ever befel an infant nation. Almoft 
all the feaports of the United States has, more or 
leis, within thefe lew years, been vifited with a pefti- 
lence which threatens to depopulate many of our 
faired towns and villages. Toarrcft the progrefs of 
this deltroying angel, has as yet, been attempted in 
vain. It appears to defy the fcience, fkill, and in- 
trepidity of our mod eminent phyficians — and to 
yield to nothing but the frofts of winter. Itferi- 
oufly behoves every well-wifher to his country, to 
continue to fearch for the caufe of the calamity, and, 
if pofiible, to remove it." 

September 29th. 
Died this morning, Mr. Jofeph Anthony, a re- 
fpedlable and diftinguifhed merchant of Philadel; 
He relided in High, near Ninth-ftreer. 
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The phyficians of the encampment prefcribed 
for 32 patients to-day, not one of whom had any 
fymptom of the yellow fever — but the greateft pro- 
portion complainedofdiarrhcea, catarrh, intermitting 
fever, or cutaneous eruption. 

There are at prefer! at the encampment more 
than 1300 perfons including children. 

Mr. Cooper, town clerk of "Bolton, dates that 
fince the return on the 24th to the 26th of Septem- 
ber, 20 perfons have recovered, 7 have died, 44 
new cafes have occurred, 97 remaining fick, 20 of 
whom are on the recovery. 

From 26th to- 23th, 26 had recovered, 5 died 
and 12, new cafes had occurred, 72 remaining fick, 
of whom 30 were on the recovery. 

Mr. Cooper afiures the public, that the above re- 
turns are particularly correct. 

Dr. Campbell of Woodberry, and Dr. Martin of 
Chefter, both phyficians of eminence, are dea 
the prevailing difeafe, 



Provifion has been amply made for the more in- 
digent and needy, and for all who can fubmit to take 
fhelter at the encampment, or to rtqueft fupplies 
from the guardians of the poor, but the fituation of 
thofe whofe fenfibiiity will not permit them to have 
recourfe to thefe resources, muft be attended with 
diflrefs that may be better conceived than defcrib^ 
ed.

Of Deaths in New -York ^ in the Months of October 
and November. 
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October ift. 

A confiderable number of cafes of pure intermit- 
tents have occurred on the high grounds within two 
miles of the city; in one family near the encamp- 
ment on Mufters' place, five of the family have had 
regular paroxifms and intermifiions. 

Harrifburgh which was much infefted with inter- 
mitting and remitting fevers, and the dyfentry for- 
merly in hot fummers, has been remarkably healthy 
theprefent fummerj owing to the removal of a mill- 
dam, which formerly occasioned an extenfive tract 
of ground near the town to be overflowed. 

Two of the criminals in the jail, were difcovered 
undermining the wall of the eaft dungeon yelter- 
day. 

The jail is now under the care of Peter Helm, 
who performed fuch meritorious fervices at the hofpi- 
tal in 1793. The former jailor from dread of the 
fever, had relinquifhed his charge. 

The American Howard, has alfo taken up his 
abode in that dreary maniion of the lawlefs vota- 
ries of rapine and diforder, for the purpofe of em- 
ploying means to prevent the difeafe from fpreading 
there. 



Accounts from New-York, ftate that the late nor- 
therly and N. W. breeze has had a favourable effe& 
upon the fever. At Philadelphia the number of new 
cafes are alfo reduced though as had been predicted, 
the mortality was greater upon its rirft coming on. 

Several perfons from the country who were at the 
friends yearly meeting, in the city have been attack- 
ed with fever fince their return home. 



October 2nd. 
The board of managers have received a draught 
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on the Bank of United States, for 3,000 dollars for 
the benefit of the poor of this city, from the mayor 
of Baltimore, in part of a fubfcription making by 
the inhabitants of that place.

Seven deaths at Bofton on the 27th. laft and 79 
fick. 



All the pafture grounds appear parched up, and 
all the fprings are become remarkably low. 

The flats along the Schuylkill, and the creeks that 
empty into the Delaware, expofe more mud to the 
rays of the fun than ufual, and give origin to nume- 
rous cafes of intermittents, but there has not been an 
inftance of a cafe of malignant or yellow fever ap- 
pearing any where in the vicinity of the Schuylkill, 
as far as I have been able to learn. 



" At Marcus-hook, 2 perfons from Philadelphia 
were attacked with the fever, and died foon after; 
five of the family with whom they refided, were at- 
tacked in fucceilion and every one died." 

October 3d. 

The phyficians prefcribed to-day at the encamp- 
ment for 26 perfons, with different complaints ; — 
only 3 with yellow fever, and thefe lately from the 
city, one of whom was fent to the City Hofpital. 

Accounts from New-York, ftate that the death 
of Dr. Tredwell makes the eleventh phyfician that 
has fallen a facririce to the prevailing fever in that 

city. 

Extract of a letter from a refpectable character in 
New- York, dated Oct. ift. 
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<c We hope the diforder in our city is abating, 
from the number of new cafes being much lefs for 
the four kft days, than for fome time before, altho' 
the number of the inhabitants remain nearly the 
fame. The deaths ftill about 40. The diforder is 
much among the poor, who are unable to procure 
fuitable nurfing. Simple remedies are found raoft 
availing. Caiior oil and falts, with injections, are 
all the medicines, excepting lime water and milk, 
that are given by our mod fkilful and fuccefsful phy- 
Jicians. Herb teas, particularly catmint, are very 
freely ufed to occafion perfpiration, and where the 
patient has an attenrive and prudent nurfe, they ge- 
nerally under this treatment have recovered. Ele- 
ven perfons have been fick in my houfe, and except- 
ing one, have all been treated in this way, and all 
recovered. My fifter had calomel, and fuffered 
more than the others, though her attack was much 
lefs fevere than either of them. I could mention 
other inllances, but this may fufficc. This practice 
is now fo generally ufed, that many inftances occur, 
where the nurfes never call for the aid of a phyfici- 
an, and have muchfuccefs." 



October 4th. 
Only 19 perfons fick to-day at the encampment, 
viz : — 3 with yellow fever — rheumatifm 1 — catarrh 
1 — opthalmia 2 — intermitting fever 4 — dyfentcry 2 
— diarrhoea 5 — hcemorrhoids 1. 

In a letter from Dr. Mitchell of Virginia, ad- 
drefTedto Dr. Franklin, it is aiTerted, " That blood- 
letting, upon the fir It acceffion of the pain in the 
head, frequently prevented thedifeafe from forming, 
efpecially when an emetic was given immediately 
afcer, and a fvveat raifed by diluting acid drinks." 

The difeafc has vifibly declined in the city fince 
the late cold weather. 
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Deaths in New-York in the month of Augtift, 
133 men, 55 women, and 141 children. Oi thelc, 
83 are faid to have died of the yellow fever, and 246 
of other difeafes — Total in Auguft, 392. 

Deaths in September, 649 men, 353 women, and 
148 children ; 956 of the fever, and 194 of other 
difeafes — Total 1150. 

October 1 ft and 2d, — 54 men, 19 women, and 4 
children ; 71 of the fever, and 6 of other difeafes — 
Total, 77. 

Total deaths fince the ill of Auguft, 836 men, 
427 women, and 293 children ■, 11 10 of the fever, 
and 446 of other difeafes — Total, 1556. 

(Pore. Gaz. of Oft. 6.) 

The health committee of New-London, in their 
report of the 25th ult. recommend to the citizens 
who have moved out, not to return at prefent, as 
the number of new cafes laft week, has exceeded 
any preceding week. 



Twenty-two perfons fick at the encampment -, — 
only one of whom had any fymptoms refembling 
the malignant or yellow fever. The comolaints are 
opthalmia 4 — remitting fever 1 — intermitting fever 
6 — all with regular cold and hot ftages, fucceeded 
by perfect intermiflions ; fome quotidians, and (ome 
tertiant. — Spurious pleurify 2 — rheumatifm 2 — di- 
arrhoea 1 — diarrhoea infantum 3 — dyfentery 2. 



Dr. Mitchell of Virginia, in a letter written fome 
years fince to Dr. Franklin, affcrts, {C That the 
yellow fever has chiefly raged in America in large 
families, towns, camps or fhips, and has been twice 
brought into Virginia by {hips' of war;" and adds, 
" It is remarkably contagious, as appears from the 
greateft part of a family being affected by it from 
ptrfons who had taken it in another place. 
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" The moft effectual remedies were lenient pur- 
ges and clyfters frequently repeated till a copious 
diarrhoea and bilious ftool enfued ; with aqueous and 
bland drinks, and occafiorral bleedings adapted to 
the indications exprcfied by the pulfe and pain of 
head, ftomach or inteftines. He alfo allures him, 
that he found mild purges and ciyfters much more 
effectual than any other remedies fo long as the pain 
and tendernefs of the ftomach, and conftant propen- 
sity to puke continued, upon receiving any thing 
into it, without regard to the period or duration of 
the difeafe, though the lowlefs of the pulfe feemed 
to eppofe it." 



I have feen feveral cafes this year of perfons that 
had the difeafe in '93 and '97, and have feen feveral 
inftances of reinfection every time that the difeafe 
has appeared in the city fince the year '93. 



Hannah Norris died at M. Fifher's, efq. feve- 
ral weeks after having recovered from the fir ft at- 
tack in '93. Dr. Pleafants died under fimilar cir- 
cumftances in '97. Mr. Young, Mr. Conoly, Mr. 
Taylor, Mrs. Lifle, and feveral others, recovered af- 
ter a fecond attack. This year Drs. Cooper, Meafe, 
and Leib, David Parke, Mrs. Mendenhall, and feve- 
ral others, had the difeafe that had it before. Thofe 
cafes, however, have been very few in companion 
of thofe that have efcaped it, who have once had it. 



It appears from Dr. Stark's diffccYions, that an in- 
flammation of the ftomach, however induced, is at- 
tended with the fame fymptoms as the yellow fever ; 
and that what is called the black vomit is owing to 
a mortification of the vellous coat of the ftomach, 

O 
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and blood which has efcaped from the dilated vef- 
fels and become putrid. 

[See Stark's Clinical and Anato- 
mical Obfervations.] 



Jt appears from Dr. Crawford's experiments, that 
the gafes or ferial exhalations, extricated from the 
fiefh of animals, by putrefaction, confift of animal 
heparic air, i. e. hydrogen holding fulphur in foluti- 
on, with a fmall proportion of azotic gas, or air de- 
prived of its ozygerte. And the fmell of the breath 
and of the perfpirable matter, in malignant fevers, 
evidently demonftfate that they contain animal hep- 
atic, hydrogenous gas, and not iuper oxygenated 
azote, as has been prefumed by Dr. S. L. Mitchell, 
ofNew-York. 

In thefe fevers aviriated fecretion takes place, and 
the excretions occafion a fimilar fever when taken 
into a found body.

The Board of Managers of the Marine and City 
Hofpitals, felicitate their fellow -citizens on the ra- 
pid decline of the prevailing fever iiuce the 1 ft inft. 
the prolperous ftate of the City Hofpital, and enli- 
vening profpedt of a fpeedy termination of the cala- 
mity, which has overwhelmed our city. None can 
more affiduoufly defire the return of their fellow-citi- 
zens ixfafcty, to the comforts of their own fire-fide j 
but they depreciate the confequences of precipitati- 
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on, where fo much caution and prudence is requir- 
ed. 

The apprehenfion of the Board has been awakened 
by the too hafty return of many individuals, who 
have inconfiderately hazarded their own health and 
the public welfare; feveral of whom, the Board are 
forry to add, have been feized with the fever fhort- 
ly after their return. 

The weather, fince the 6th inft. has been ex- 
tremely unfavourable, & the number of the fick have 
confiderably encreafed ; which would be augmented 
by the accumulation of perfons, particularly thofe from 
a pure atmofphere. The Board earneflly fol'cit 
public attention to confiderations fo important; and 
entreat the forbearance of their fellow-citizens, until 
returning health mall invite them home. 

The Board cannot too ftrongly imprefs the pro- 
priety and neceflity of cleanfing and purifying, (pre- 
vious to the return of the inhabitants), the bedding, 
cloathing, and houfes, in which the difeafe has tx- 
ifted; for which purpofe, they recommend the libe- 
ral ufe of lime. They alfo repeat their recommen- 
dation to the commirTioners, to have the pumps fre- 
quently and copioufly worked, as the water is ex- 
tremely offenfive and unwholefome. 

The Board allure their fellow-citizens that when- 
ever the health of the City and Liberties fhall be fo 
reftored as to admit of the return of the inhabitants 
with fafety, not a moment fhall be delayed in an- 
nouncing the glad tidings.

Copy of a letter from Mr. Thomas Lorain, to Mr. 
John Lorain, Charleilon. 

" Peterfburg, Auguft 31ft, 1798. 
<f It is probable one of my attendants in the Itore 
may loon fall a victim to an inveterate bilious fever. 
On Sunday he requefted of me leave to go down the 
river to fee a fhip, (for he had never tccn one) and 
as he was a good fellow, and fcldom out, 1 confen- 
ted, with a charge of good behaviour. With him 
went a party of five youths, and having to wait for 
the fiood tide, they did not return till late in the 
ni< T ht. The two fucceeding days he was well, but 
on Wednefday was taken with an ague, pains in his 
joints, eyes inflamed, and vomiting of bile 3 and at- 
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ter him, the fame day, the captain and all but one 
were taken Tick in the lame way. Yelterday the 
phyfician bled him twice, and left him at night in 
extreme danger. This morning he fends tor ano- 
ther phyfician to confult the cafe.

Copy of a letter from Mr. Thomas Lorain, to Mr. 
Thomas W. Armat, dated 

tc Petersburg, 44th September, 1798. 
" SIR, 

" It feems difficult to afcertain the rife and pro- 
grefs of this fatal difeafc -, but the circumftances re- 
lated are thefe : 

" lit. I underftand the fh<p Neftor, in which the 
fufpe&ed infection came, was from Philadelphia or 
Bofton i but what pafTage fhe had, I know not. 

" 2d. 'Tis reported that three failors died on 
board before fhe reached City Point. 

" 3d. Before my youth went on board, a negro 
afhore advifed him not to go there, for people had 
died in that fhip of the fever ; and when the captain 
came afhore with the boat for them, he rcfufed go- 
ing ; but the captain ferioufly avered that the negro 
was angry with him, and reported this malicioufly 
to the young men, who at length confented to go. 

" 4th. The fhip had nothing in but dirt balafl 
from the town fhe left, and it being Sunday, all or 
chief part of the hands were afhore. The day be- 
fore, they had pumped out of her feveral gallons of 
fetid bilgewatcr, the fcent of which even then remain- 
ed unpleafanr, for it had been in her fome weeks. — 
Molt of the hands who pumped it fickened and died, 
as did feveral of thole who helped to land the bal- 
lad. 
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" 5th. Since thr youths left the (hip, feveral per- 
fons in that neighbourhood have died of the like fe- 
ver, and Dr. Walker, who vifited them while a 
black vomiting was on fome of them, is now very 
fick in the houlc oppofite us, but I hope is recover- 
ing. 

11 6th. The youths left the fhip at 6 o'clock P. 
M. and from getting aground frequently did not re- 
turn home before midnight. In the day they were 
expofed to an hot fun, and at night to an heavy 
dew. 

c< 7th. On the Tuefday of that fame week, ar 12 
o'clock, my lad was taken with an ague, and before 
night evciy one of the parry that went in the v 
had an high fever, but two of the negroes who went 
to row and avoided the (hip, efcaped the fever. — 
Many are willing to attribute the difcafe to the af- 
fects of the fun and dew, and fay thele negroes kept 
up perfpiration by rowing home, while the whites 
lay expofed to the cool dew in an open boat. My 
youth was bled on Wednefday morning, but his 
veins were fo fmall and low, that Dr. Shore could 
not let as much blood as he wifhed, (only a tea cup 
full) for they approve of copious bleeding. His 
complaint was a deadly i\^ knefs at the ftomach, with 
pains in every limb, attended with frequent vomit- 
ing of yellow bile. During his diforder he took a 
quantity of pills which operated well ; inactions 
were adminiftered ; each temple cup'd ; ftomach 
and legs bliftercd ; and the la.ll medicine given was, 
1 believe, an emetic powder. On Saturday he was 
very reftlefs, and at night a delirium and (tupoi came 
on ; thus he remained till Sunday, when the above 
emetic was given , foon after which he made fome 
efforts to vomit, but did not j his eyes began to vi- 
brate exceedingly, and with much opprcflion at (sis 
bread, he expired. His corps was not more y. 
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than uiual ; four perfons were interred when he 
was, carried off by fevers, I believe. 

" The captain (Wilfon) of the fliip Delight, 
which lay near the Neftor, and with whom the 
youths dined, did not live fo long as my lad; but 
he was a very intemperate man, even in his ficknefs, 
and had been on Monday expofed to wet and the 
heat of the fun. He died in town, diftracted with 
the fever and liquor he drank when he came up. — 
The eyes of every one were remarkably glaffy, in- 
flamed, but not red as is generally reprefented. 

<c Thiilummer I went to the tin factory oppofite 
us, to get fome tin which they kept in a back houfe; 
the yard was fo excemve filthy, I afked them if they 
were hatching the yellow fever? they hoped not; 
but every creature of them have had a fever like the 
above ; fome had it before the fhipping came 5 and 
ieveral about this town have the like fever, but are 
chiefly on the recovery. One Mr. Cooper, an En- 
glifh merchant at Blandford, (in this town) died yef- 
terday morning ; and I fuppofe there are four or 
five in town lick of the fame difeafe. Our family 
phyfician is juft recovering; his head was bliftered, 
and he was delirious feveral days. One of the tin- 
ners told me he fuffered more with it in one day, 
than with all the pain and ficknefs of his whole life, 
(which was 30 years) and could get no relief till the 
doctor allowed him to drink cold water in fmall 
draughts at a time. This enabled him to keep his 
medicine down, which he could not do before. Our 
phyficians think the difeafe originates from the fun, 
hear, clew, filth, &c. — probably it does, for no one 
caught it of my young man ; and had it been the 
fmall-pox, I dare fay they would have felt the affects 
of it. Every dofe of medicine I gave him with my 
own hand, that he might have a fair chance. I ufed 
no preventative, but burnt tar frequently in the 
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houfe and fprinkled it fore and aft with vinegar, 
keeping every window open day and night. Since 
writing the above, I underitand that two of the Rich- 
mond craft, that had been employtd atone of tliefe 
mips, loll almoft every hand on board -, one of them 
had only a boy left. We have cool nights now, but 
the middle of the day is very warm and dry. When 
our family phyfician (Dr. Shore) recovers, you mall 
know more of this fever. I have been much confi- 
ned at home ; and as City Point is 12 miles off, and 
feveral mips have been there, I cannot get a fatis- 
factory account of it. I believe feveral died in one 
of the mips at the Cape, but the captain endeavoured 
to conceal it, that it might not prevent his getting 
hands.

October 12th. 
A number of the poor are now employed at the 
canal, the defign of which is to convey the water of 
Schuylkill to the city, &c. 

The (hip Pigou, bound to India, has returned to 
port, on account of the ficknefs among the crew, 
which attacked them foon after her departure. It is 
reported (but for this I cannot vouch) that on her 
way out, me left a man with the fever at PortPenn. 
The inhabitants put him in the woods under a tent, 
where he perifhed for want of affiftance. 

Twenty-two perfons fick in New-London on the 
9th inll. 

On Friday, the 5th mil. died at Germantown, of 
the prevailing fever, in the 19th year of his age, Mr. 
John Nicholls, fon ofWra. Nicholls, cfq. marfhall 
of the diilrKt ot Pennsylvania, Mr. Nicholls had 

P 
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been ill of the fever fome weeks before, in the city, 
where he was attended by his young friend, Mr. Hil- 
legas. He had juft removed to Germantown, in a 
ftate of convalcfcence. When his friend was attack- 
ed wirh the difeafe, gratitude and affection induced 
him to return the fame friendly and humane office 
to his fuffering friend and benefactor. He faw his 
friend expire, clofed his eyes, drew in the poifon 
with his grief, and in a few days after, expired him- 
felf. 



October 15th. 
Several of the criminals in the eaft-wing of the 
jail, undermined the wall and made their efcape in 
the night of the 13th inft. 



The following account, delivered me in writing 
this morning, by C. Marfhall, jun. who refided in 
the neighbourhood, where the facts occurred, (and 
collected at my requeft) incontrovertibly proves, 
that the yellow fever is not contagious in the air of 
cities only, but is fometimes contagious in fituations 
that are noted for falubrity : 

" Elizabeth Johnfon, about 10 years of age, came 
from Philadelphia to her mother's (the widow John- 
fon) the 7th of Auguft j was taken ill with the fever 
on the 10th, and died on the 13th. — Elizabeth Duy, 
a near neighbour who had been fevcral times to vi- 
fit E. Johnfon, was attacked in a fimilar manner on 
the 26th of Auguft, and died on the 30th. — Mary 
Hubbs, a near neighbour to E. Duy, and vifitcd her 
in her ficknefs, was taken with fever on the 29th of 
Auguft, and died the 3d of September. — Charles, 
fon of Mary Hubbs, was taken with the fever the 
fame day, with his mother, and recovered in the 
courfe of a week. — Chrift. Duy, hufband of Eliza- 
beth, was taken ill on the 16th of September, and 
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died on the 13d. — Elizabeth Johnfon, mother to the 
fir(t mentioned Elizabeth, was taken ill the 21ft of 
September, and died on the 29th. — Jofcph Fifher 
and his wife had an apartment at Chrift. Duy's. Jo- 
feph Filhcr's wife took lick loon after the death of 
C. Duy, and recovered. — Jofeph Filher was taken 
ill on the 2 2d of September, and died on the 27 th. — 
The widow Johnlbn's fervant maid was taken ill 
about the fame time with E. Johnfon, and recovered 
in 8 days. Elizabeth Star, who lived in Mrs. John- 
fon's family, was taken ill on the 27th of September, 
and died on the 14th of October, though fhe had 
been freely falivated. None of the above had been 
in the city for fevcral weeks." 

October 16th. 
Thirty-fix patients fick at the encampment to- 
day — mod part with light complaints, fuch as ca- 
tarrh and diarrhoea. Only two new cafes of malig- 
nant fever have occurred at the encampment for 
fome days. One of thefe has been ill eleven days — 
had the' black vomit ever fince the 7th, from the 
attack — is at this inftant with fcarcely any appear- 
ance of life. This woman, whofe name is Makit- 
trick, was attacked five days after a vifit to the city 

Takes lime water and frefh milk. Peter Tryon, 

the other cafe of the yellow fever, was attacked the 
day after he came to the encampment — this his 3d 
day. 

From comparing the effedb of mercury, in differ- 
ent cafes, it appears to me, now, to be proper to 
excite falivationin every cafe where malignant lymp- 
toms are evident at an early period of the fever ; but 
that it is fuperfiuous, if not injurious, to induce la- 
livationin cafes where inflammai ry fymptpms arc 
predominant, till thefe are in I by fufficient 
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blood-letting and purging, which in the majority of 
cafes fo circumftanced, cure the difeafe without the 
aid of any additional remedy. The yellow fever 
correfponds in this refpect with the variolous fever, 
or fmall-pox. In thole cafes where the eruption 
appears with a confluent afpect, accompanied with 
great debility, oppreflion, and uneafinefs about the 
region of the heart, mercury has been long recom- 
mended by feveral eminent phyficians as a more 
effectual remedy than any other, when retrained by 
the addition of opium, from occafioning frequent 
evacuations by the bowels. But I believe no one 
can deem it neceflfary to employ fo violent a reme- 
dy in the diftinct and fimple form of the difeafe, 
when more fafe ones will aniwer as well. 

It was the general practice laft year, as well as 
the prefent, to give mercury in all cafes indifcrimi- 
nately, which was certainly injudicious, and in ma- 
ny cafes retarded the cure, efpecially in cafes ac- 
companied with inflammatory fymptoms ; but in 
cafes where nervous fymptoms predominated from the 
beginning, & unaccompanied withfevere pain in the 
head, eyes, or ftomach, or with fymptoms of dyfen- 
tery or gravel, calomel was found more fuccefsful 
when given in dofes of two grains every two hours, 
and the application of two or three draehms of 
ftrong mercurial ointment to the region of the liver 
and to different parts of the body four times in the 
courfe of every 24 hours, retraining the mercury by 
the addition of a few drops of laudanum, occafional- 
ly, if it occafioned more than one or two evacuati- 
ons in the courfe of the day, till figns of falivation 
appeared, and no longer ■, the patient, at the fame 
time, abftaining from all fiefh meats and vinous li- 
quors. The early and repeated application of blif- 
ters, in fuch cafes, were generally beneficial ; but 
blood-letting did injury. 
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October 18th.

A DESCRIPTION 
Of the Encampment at Mailers' place. 

THE encampment at Mailers' place is an im- 
menfe work, confide ring the fhort period in which 
it was executed. Buildings comfortable, convenient, 
and in every refpect well adapted to the occafion, 
have been creeled in eight or nine days, fufficient 
to accommodate 2000 people. Befides thofe build- 
ings, there were creeled, in the fame time, an hofpi- 
tal, a large ftore-houfe and offices, a bake-houfe and 
oven, and five kitchens, each with eight large fire 
places. This lictle town is built on a well chofen 
fpot, and is laid out in regular order, the ftreets in- 
terfecting each other. The rules and regulations, 
which are printed and put up in different parts of 
the encampment, do honour to the heads and hearts 
of the committee. The entire prohibition of fpi- 
ritous liquors, except in cafes of real neceffity, is a 
ft liking feature in thofe excellent rules j in fhort, 
they have eftabliihed a fyftematical police. — They 
ptinifh flight offences by withholding chc provifions 
for a reafonable time, and for thofe more aggrava- 
ted, they expel the offender. All intercourfe with 
the city is cut off (except on fpecialoccafions) which 
is enforced by placing fentinels at proper diftances 
around the encampment, who do not permit any 
perfon to pais or repafs, by night or day. without 
leave from one of the committee or llcward. Sca- 
arc alio appointed, whole dyty it is every 
morning to remove all the filth and to throw frefn. 
earth into the neceflaries. The people are compel- 
to expofe their bedding to tiie fun and air at 
leaft three times a week, and to walli their cloathing 
frequently. 
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The moft fcrupulous regard tojuftice is obferved 
in the diftiibution of the provifions, which are of an 
excellent quality, and ferved out in abundance. — 
The ftrict decorum thathas been fo eminently main- 
tained in the encampment, amongft characters too, 
fome of whom are no doubt very abandoned, de- 
monftrate the moft afllduous attention in the com-i 
mittee as well as iuperior addrefs. 

Official accounts ftate, that the fever has fo far 
fubfided at Bofton, as to render it perfectly fafe for 
the inhabitants to return, and profecute their bufi- 
nefs as ufual. (P. G.) 

A letter to the Editor of the Chro. from Phila. 
mentions, " that in that city and New- York, 21 
printers have fallen vadtims to the terrible calamity 
which has defolated thole places. To what caufe 
to attribute this uncommon mortality, puzzles many 
—but in my opinion," adds our correfpondent, fC it 
has arifen from fo large a number deeming it their 
duty to be found at their pods : while moft other 
profcfiions fled. I know nothing peculiarly attrac- 
tive of difeafe in the materials ufed in printing-offi- 
ces — but as nothing but flight can fave, if it appears 
at another feafon, I fhall confider it a bounden duty 
to avoid it." (Bofton Chronicle.) 

October 19th. 
A comedy was performed on the 5th inft. by 
Hodgkinfon's company, at the theatre Providence, 
Rhode-Ifland, for the relief of the fuffercrs by the 
fever.

A failor at Marcus-Hook, J am credibly inform- 
ed, was reftored to life when to all appearance dead, 
by pouring ftrong grog into his mouth. He after- 
wards perfectly recovered. 



About 50 perfons from different parts of the coun- 
try, attended the Friends yearly meeting on the 
22nd of September, of thefe, 17 were foon after at- 
tacked with fever, the majority within five days af- 
ter leaving the city, where fome of them had re- 
mained only one and others two nights; and of the 
17 attacked with fever, 12 died. Among thofe that 
died was Warner Mifflin, an influential and much 
lamented member of that fociety. 

Warner Mifflin was not taken ill till the 1 6th day 
after he left the city. — Jofeph Turner, from the 
head of Chefter, who had been in the city only four 
hours, died foon afcer his return home. 

Fifteen fick at the encampment to-day, chiefly 
with catarrh, diarrhoea, intermitting fever, and cu- 
taneous eruptions. 

There is not a cafe of malignant or yellow fever 
to-day in the encampment. 

Mrs. Makittrickdied on the 19th, being the 14th 
day from the attack*. 



Tryon alfodied on the 20th, being the 7th, from 
the attack. His wife not only attended in his illnefs 

* I.imc water was given in fmall and repeated dofes mixed write milk of 
lipid warmth, to Mrs. M'Kittriok, without producing any fenfire effetfr, 
oa the colour of the black nutter, or in reftraiaing the vomiting.

If I am not unaccountably deceived, the prefent 
prevailing fever, in many refpects, bears a great re- 
femblance to the fmall-pox. They are both more 
malignant in fome conftitutions than others -, they 
are both lefs fatal to children and the generality of 
women than to men. They are both more fatal to 
men addicted to intemperate and voluptuous living ; 
the grofs and the corpulent, than to temperate li- 
vers, who are engaged inactive occupations. 

Hence like fmall-pox, the preparation requifite 
to render the difeafe mild and fafe, muft vary with 
the temperament and conftiturion of each individu- 
al. 

Where the inflammatory diathefis predominates, 
which is commonly the cafe in children from two 
to twelve years of age, and to young perfons accuf- 
tomed to activity in the open air, mercury is not a 
proper preparative ; but in all cafes where the want 
of vigour is manifeft, and a difpofition to difeafes of 
debility, or the nervous type, are evident, mercury, 
and in fuch manner as not to evacuate much, in all 
probability mult be among the firft preparatives to 
be found in the Materia Medica. In the cure, I am 
certain it can only be employed with fafety and with 
efficacy, in cafes where the inflammatory diathefis, 
is not confiderable ; or in cafes of nervous and fep- 
tic tendency, 

The incautious and too copious employment of 
mercury has in feveral inftances been followed by 
the mod deplorable effects. In fome cafes it has 
occafioned not only the lofs of teeth, but of part 
of the jaw bone. In fome, a rigid contraction of 
the lower jaw — a gangrene of, and confequent lofs 
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of part of one of the checks — the tonfils and palare 
— lofs of fpeech, Sec. The fphacelus and confe- 
(juent erofions in fome cafes have been followed by 
profufe difcharges of blood, which have put a fpee- 
tlf period to the patient's life. Thefe fads are 
mentioned to put lefs experienced phyficians upon 
their guard, and to prevent them from acting like 
the Hungarian phyficians, mentioned by Kramer 
and Lind, who, becaufe they had feen beneficial ef- 
fects from mercury in fyphilitic ulcers, could not be 
perfuaded that it would nor have a fimilar affect in 
cafes of fcurvy, but gave it to 400 patients and kill- 
ed them to a man.

ting goods, and every ftreet refounds with the cheer- 
ful voice of induftry.

HAVING in the preceding Memoirs, 
noted the rife, prcgrefs, and fatal effects ot the 
fever, lately prevalent in this city, and other parts 
of this country, (the contagions nature of which is 
acknowledged by all, excepting a few perfons that 
are diftinguifhed for nothing but the Angularity of 
their opinions, and a pertinacious adherence to a 
tenet, which both by the illuftrations of reafoningand 
the common fenfe of their fellow citizens, has been 
declared abfurd and utenable.) I (hall now pro- 
ceed to ftate fuch evidence as has come to my know- 
ledge, reflecting the origin of the difeafe, the cer- 
tainty of which is of the higheft importance to the 
future intereft and profperity of this country in ge- 
neral, and to Philadelphia in particular. 

Certain circumftances having given rife to a fuf- 
picion that the contagion which gave origin to the 
difeafe was imported in the (hip Deborah, which 
arrived at Philadelphia, from Jeremie, and anchor- 
ed near Race ftreet wharf, on the 1 8th of July. I 
made every enquiry in my power into the fubje& 
with a view of afcertaining the truth. 

The death of the Marquis de Rouvray, imme- 
diately after her arrival — of a boy that belonged to 
her a few days after, — of a labouring man that had 
worked on board her — and of Alexander Philips, 
who had been down to her in a boar, while lhe was 
performing quarantine, and who died on the 5th of 
Auguft. — The ficknefs of a carpenter on the 26th of 
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July at Achifon Thompfon's next door to Philips's, 
vnIjo had been on board the Deborah while un (hip- 
ping hcrcargoj — the fudden deathof afa:lur in the 
lame hou < on the 28th ot July, and, the numerous 
« ai. s in the neighbourhood oi Philip's and Thomp- 
son's a few day., after, not only increafed, but direc- 
ted the fufpicions of all that were acqu imcj with 
tbefe circumttances, to the Ihip Deborah* 

Ir appears from (acts collected by Dr. Daniel De 
B< ncville, and communicated in writing to Dr. Grif- 
., Li, at the iii It perfon that had the yellow fever 
in Kenfington, (to which place the Deborah had re- 
moved for the purpofc of undergoing repairs on the 
28th. of July), was a lad of the name of Jofeph 
Strecton, that had been on board or' her while 
lay in the city — This lad was taken fick on the 20th, 
oi July and died the ^i\ of Auguft. 

James Porter, apprentice to Jofeph Grice, fhip 
carpenter, next door to Streeton's, was taken with 
the fever on the lit. of Auguft, and died on the 
twelfth. 

James Afhmorc, an apprentice to Win. Yard, 
fhip carpenter, who had worked on board the Dc- 
borahj while (he lay in the city was attacked with 
the fever, on the 2d. of Auguft, and died on the 
fifteenth. 

James Kerr, George Adams, and one Simons, 
all apprentices to Win. Yard, worked on board the 
Deborah, and were all taken fick a few days after 
James Alhmorc, and all recovered. 

Two labouring men, v.h. worked on board the 
Deborah, were taken tick on the 3d. of Auguft, 
one died, the other recovered. Samuel Raker, 
Dr. De Bcnevillc, his wife and houfe-keeper, who 
refided near the wharf where the Deborah lay, were 
all attacked with the fever, in the oniric of a week 
!ur arrival at Kenfingto before the mid- 

dle e ' the whole neighbourhood was infected. 
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That the Deborah was an infected vefTel, appears 
evident, from the teftimony of her mate, Mr. John 
Lewis, the carpenter that was with her, during the 
whole voyage, the cook, feveral feamen, and a 
paflenger of the name of Dickifon — all of whom 
agree, that fhe loft feven perfons with a fever, on 
her pafiage from Jeremie, to Philadelphia, and five 
of her crew, while in the port of Jeremie. — Mr. 
Lewis the mate of the Deborah, informed me in 
prefence of two witnefies that the Deborah had been 
employed as a tranfport for the Britifh troops at 
St. Domingo, for fome time previous to her taking 
in her cargo, at Jeremie. 

Dr. Wiftar, was informed by the cooper ; of the 
deaths on board, and the carpenter, John Bodin's 
depofition was taken by the mayor of Burlington. 

Captain Yard, himfelf fometime after his arrival 
in Philadelphia, in converfation with a gentleman 
whofe teftimony may be relied on, acknowledged 
that while the Deborah lay at Jeremie, a very mor- 
tal difeafe was prevalent there, which the natives 
called the Malad, de Siam, of which the captain, 
and the chief part of the crew of an Englifh fhip 
from Liverpool, died, and the reft were fo terrified 
that they deferted the fhip. 

When the Deborah arrived at the Health-Office 
near the fort, with about an hundred perfons on 
board including paflengers, — two of the feamen who 
appeared to be in a convalefcent ftate, were taken 
to the Marine Hofpital, and a black woman. 

Thefe men Mr. Lewis fays, were in the city be- 
fore the fhip. 

Atchifon Thompfon and Mr. Doyle, neighbours 
to Philips when he was alive, folemnly declare 
that Philips brought a man belonging to the Debo- 
rah to his houfe, before the arrival of the fhip.* 

• Dr. Griffitts prefcribed for one of the crew of the Deborah at Phil- 
ifj's while he lay ill who liad taken lodgings there 24th of July, "^he phy- 
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The fize and martial appearance of the Deborah, 
(for flic carried feveral guns) led a number of 
young men and boys to vifit her ; among, others, 
was a lad of the name of James Wright, and a young 
man belonging to Mr. Clemens. The former lived 
in Water above Chefnut itreet, the latter in Third 
ne^r Walnut ftreet, one of thefe was attacked the 
30th, the other the 31ft of July. The latter died on 
the 6th day from the attack, the former recovered. 

As the difeafe appeared about this time in different 
parts of the city, which had been uncommonly 
healthy all the preceding feafon, it is probable 
that others fuffered from the like inconfiderate 
curiofity. 

From thefe as from a focus, it gradually diverged 
©ver the whole city. 

A Brig from Jamaica, with Coffee, fome of which 
was damaged, arrived at Mr. ftofs's wharf, in the 
neighbourhood where the difeafe made its firft and 
molt formidable allault, on the 29th of July, but as 
the difeafe had made fome progrefs before that date, 
there can be no room for fufpecting that to have 
given origin to it. Befides there are no facts in 
proof of a fever of a contagious kind ever having been 
produced either by damaged vegetables or by the 
exhalations from bilge water, as I have fufficiently 
fhewn in my Oblervations on the Caufe and Cure of 
Bilious Fevers, publifhed laft year. 

But that the contagion which gives rife to fuch a 
fever as the one under confideration, may be re- 
tained in an active ftate, in the clothing of thofe 
that have been fick or that have died of it, for feve- 
ral weeks if excluded from frefh air, is well known 
to thofe converfant with medical hiitory. 

We are informed in the laft edition of the works 

of the port informed the college of phj 6< ians, that one of the crew 
e Deborah died at the Marine Hofpital ; and hat two pilots, thai 

concluded the JErial and the Aurora, died there about the .ana time. 
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r>f the late learned Dr. Mead, that a Hick of infected 
cotton imported inco Bermudas in the year 1095, 
gave origin to a fever io malignant, th*t the living 
icarcely fufEced to bury the dead. It is alio record- 
ed, that the imprifoned feeds of a pcftilential fever, 
which depopulated Marfeilles in the year 1710, made; 
their efcape from a failor's bundle, lately arrived 
iiom the Levant. 

Tiic importation of the contagion which gave rife 
to the plague in London in the year 1665, and al- 
inoit depopulated that tity in the courfe or the fum<- 
mer and autumnal months, is a fact too notorious to 
expatiate upon. A fimilar fever, which deftroyed 
So, 000 of the inhabitants of Mofcow and the adja- 
cent villages in 1771, was introduced by Turkifh 
prifoners, as appeals from the account of Mertins> 
one of the phyficians appointed by the emprefs to 
attend the infected. This fever, like the one with 
which we have been vifited, yielded to the power of 
froft. We have the authority of the experienced 
Lind, that the yellow fever was introduced into Phi- 
ladelphia in the year 1741 by a trunk of infected 
cloathing received from Barbadoes ; and of Dr. 
Lining, that every time it had appeared in Charlef- 
ton, it had been traced to iome perfon or veftel le- 
cenily arrived f r om the Weft -Indies. 

The yellow fever which prevailed in New-Haven 
in the year 1794, was traced to imported contagion, 
as appears from the Ifcatement of Dr. Monfon, pub- 
lifhe.l in Wcbfter's collection of papers on bilious 
fevers. For more examples of the fame kind, I refer 
toa book which Jpublilhediaft year, entitled, c< Oblcr- 
vations on the Caufes and Cure of Bilious Fevers." 

The introduction of the difeafe into Chefter, 
Marcus- Hook and Wilmington, foon after its ap- 
pe^Tance in Philadelphia, are additional proofs in 
lupport of the opinion that the late fever was derived 
from imported contagion. 
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A lad belonging to John Wood, a potter, wha 
had Hep: two nights on board a fhallop employed in 
trading to Philadelphia a fhorc time before he was 
taken ill, was the firtl that died of the yellow fever 
in Chefter, and he died on the 31ft day of July. — 
Aik ther lad that had flept on board the fame fhal- 
lop with Mr. Wood's lac:, was taken ill the fame 
day but recovered in the courfc of a week. The 
one that died had the black vomit, and his corpie 
became very yellow. 

Seven days after the deceafe of the firft mention- 
ed lad, his mother and brother were both attacked 
with fever, and the brother was buried 11 days af- 
ter. 

William Siddons, pin. who had fet up with the 
firft mentioned lads during their illnefs, was taken 
with the fever on the firft of Auguft, and died the 
8th. Charles Warrick, who had alio vifired them, 
was attacked with fever the 4th of Auguft and di- 
ed the 9th. Abby Engle, who lived next door to 
Siddons, died the 16th of Auguft. Jefle Bicker- 
ton, at whole houfe Abby Engle died, was attacked 
a few days after her deceafe, on board his fhallop at 
the Fort, and died on the 28th of Auguft. After the 
fii ft of September, the difeafe fpread into every 
part of that village, which contained but about 50 
families, and before it ceafed, deftroyed 50 perfons, 
il-vewl of whom were of the firft note in the place $ 
though it was gradually deferted by all, excepting 
fix or feven families. Of all that were lick at 
Chefter. there were not more than five or fix that 
recovered. 

The difeafe appears to have been introduced into 
Marcus-Hook by infected perfons from Philadel- 
phia. The firft death was on the 10th of Auguft. — 
Prom the lift kept by R. Riley, efq. it appears that 
the funerals at Marcus-Hook were 21 adults and 6 
children, inhabitants; and 24 11 ranger* — Total — 52. 
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Extra?} of a Letter from Dr. Sayres, dated Marcus 
Hooky November , 24, 1798. 

THE firft cafe of yellow fever, that came under 
my notice in Marcus Hook, was on Auguft 2d. 
1798. This was a fliallop man, who came from 
Philadelphia, four days previous to the attack of 
the Fever — he died, the 6th. day of the difeafe, with 
the higheft fymptoms of putrefcency. The next 
five cafes of difeafe, were perfons, who were but a 
few days from Philadelphia, viz. from two to eight 
days. The difeafe, appeared to increafe confider- 
ably in this place, and in Chefter, by the 20th. of 
Auguft ; The fymptoms on the firft attack, 
were more ftrongly marked — and the proportionate 
number of deaths, were much increafed by the firft 
of September. The number of cafes which came 
under my notice from the fecond day of Auguft, 
tmtil the 26th. of October, was eighty two — Fifty- 
feven of thefe, died. 

The greater part of thofe, who were lately from 
Philadelphia, died between the fecond and the fixth 
day after their attack. The inhabitants of this place 
and Chefter, who had the difeafe, and had not been 
in Philadelphia, recovered in greater proportion. 

The difeafe appeared, in a number of cafes, evi- 
dently communicated by contagion — in fome cafes 
from the fick — and feveral cafes from the bed linen, 
&c. — Though in a confiderable number of cafes,, 
wliich fpeedily terminated fatally, I was not able to 
trace the fmalleft veftigc of contagion, being pre- 
vioufly applied, or received. 

Free and copious bleeding was made ufe of in the 
firft ftage with evident advantage in moft cafes. 
We bled in very few inftances, with fuccefs, after 
forty eight hours from the attack of the difeafe. 
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The greateft number of fuccefsful cafes, were, 
where free bleeding was inftantly ufed, before the 
fever had continued many hours j and immediately 
followed by a free ufc of calomel, &c. fo as to ope- 
rate very freely and copioufly upon the alimentary 
canal, and free fvveating afterwards. In general, 
our cafes terminated unfortunately, except we found 
falutary fymptoms appear in fixty hours from the 
attack. 

Blifters were ufed freely, after fymptoms of high 
debility took place — and in fome cafes with mani- 
fest advantage. In no inftance that I faw, was 
bleeding fuccefsful, after two days and an half — 
but when ufed in a few of fuch cafes, it appeared 
evidently to fink the patient and to haften his death. 

We ufed bark, wine, and a number of the com- 
mon ftimulants, on the firft appearance of debility 
taking place ; but with little fuccefs. 

Finding the common round, of medicine, prove 
fo ineffectual in the advanced ftage of the difeafe, I 
determined to ufe a different mode of treatment — 
in three cafes of adults, two of which had the black 
vomiting on them, and the third, was in a gore of 
putrid blood from the mouth and nofe. I forbid 
medicine, and directed very cold water and brandy 
mixed ftrong, to be given freely as poffible : — It 
had the happy effect of checking the puking in the 
two cafes, when the flomach had rejected every 
kind of mild drink, &c. and by continuing that 
practice, almoit fo as to produce high intoxication, 
for two or three days, thole two cafes, were recover- 
ed almoit from aftate of death. The third cafe, was 
much benefited apparently for three days — but, be- 
ing in a high pmrefcent ftate when I went firft 
to fee him, and having loft a very confiderable 
quantity of blood from the mouth, nofe, &c. his 
€,x[c proved unfortunate oa the ninth day.

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There was a number of feamen died here, with 
the diieafe, though froth no {Ingle veflel, (except- 
ing the Ganges) more than two or three. 

" We were feidom able to produce ptyalifm, be- 
fore the difeafc terminated fatally. In every Cdfc 
where mercury affected the falivary glands at an 
early period of the diieafe, the patient recovered — 
and I obferved that immediately after the fpitting 
took place, every favourable fymptom of return- 
ing health began to appear." 



The editor has been favoured with letters from 
Doctors Tikon and Monro, giving an account of the 
time and manner of the introduction or the yellow 
fever into Wilmington, from which the following 
particulars are extracted : 

Cf Wilmington, November 13, '98. 
Cf Dear Sir, 

<c THE rirft cafe of yellow fever which happened 
in Wilmington, this feafon, was in the perfon of one. 
of the inhabitants of the borough, who caught it in 
Philadelphia about the ill of Auguft, iickened on 
the road home, and died foon after. The contagi- 
on was not communicated from this cafe. The 
Philadelphians flocked in upon us immediately af- 
terwards. I vifited a young man from Philadelphia, 
in the fever, on the 10th of the fame month. This 
man was among the iirft, if not the very fir ft, that 
was fent to our newly instituted Hofpital. The fe- 
ver became epidemic between the 15th and lorh. — 
It commenced with perfons immediately from Phila- 
delphia, as well inhabitants of the borough, as of the 
city. Shallop-men and others, who palled from one 
place to the other, by water, were the fir it victims. 
From theft: it extended rapidly to the inhabitants of 
fixed refidcnce. A fiiip manned chiefly by French 
royaliltsj that entered our port after the licknefs had 
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commenced, was alfo fufpcdtecj of contributing to 
the evil i but of this I ! rnce, From all 

the information that came to my knowledge, every 
phyfician of this place, and all others of correct cb- 
fcrvation agree, that the difeafe was imported to us 
from Philadelphia, by infefted goods and furniture, 
as well as infected perlons. Wc fuppofe the difeafe 
to be propagated by contagion, from infeCted per- 
fons, c loathing, vefTcls, houfes, &:c. It is remaik- 
able, however, thac ftronger exhalations arifc from 
perfons affe<5ted by this fever, than in other fe- 
brile difeafes ; and we have reafon to believe that 
many were affected by the contagion, at a di fiance 
from the Tick reaching quite acrof, our ftreets. No 
inftance of thofe who fied to the country communi- 
cating it to others, has come to my knowledge with- 
in the vicinity of Wilmington. It is faid that in- 
ftances of this fort have happened at Marcus -Kook 
and other places * but for thefe I cannot vouch. 

* c In another letter I fhall be ambitious to make 
fome compenfation for your former valuable favour 
to me, by a few obfervations, particularly on the 
cholera infantum, that may not be unacceptable to 
you : for you will admit, that the Delaware phyfi- 
cians ought to be of authority in bilious diforders.

« P. S. I have reafon to expect, that fome ac- 
count of the yellow fever will be pubhfhed, under 
the patronage of our committee of health. In that 
cafe, I will fend you a copy, which will be more to 
your purpofe than any thing I can fay." 

Dr. Monro's letter of the 19th November, con- 
firms Dr. Tilton's account of the time and manner 
of the introduction of the difeafe into Wilmington, 
and of its being afterwards communicated by the 
inhabitants of fixed refidence, from one to another. 
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Ci A man who had been to the city to rent a 
houfe in that part of the city where the difeafe occa- 
sioned the firft alarm, and had been on board an in- 
fected veffel, was taken fick on his return to Wil- 
mington, and died foon after his arrival there, with 
fymptoms of confirmed yellow fever." 

" One half of all the fick. that were fent to the 
tents died." This Dr. Monro afcribes to the abfo- 
lute interdection of the ufe of mercury there. In 
his own practice, no perfon died after falivation 
came on, nor did he know of an inftance under the 
care of any other phyfician in that place.* " The 
difeafe was fenfibly checked foon after the cold wea- 
ther, which occurred the latter end of September; 
revived with the returning warm weather, but was 
entirely extinguifhed by the 3d of November." 



It is now known that a lad of the name of Dag- 
get, was attacked with the yellow fever the 26th of 
July, on board the fchooner John, from Bofton, 
which lay at Rofs and Simpfon's wharf, a little way 
below Walnut-ftreet. Mr. Lloyd and his clerk had 
been on board of her a few days before their attack ; 
and a woman and two of the hands died (according 
to the report of the mafter to Dr. Dorfey) on her 
outward paffage. 



An unanfwerable argument that the fever did not 
originate from domeftic caufes, is afforded by the 
exemption of Baltimore, Georgetown, Alexandria, 
Norfolk, Wilmington, (N. C.) Charleston, and Sa- 
vannah. 

The difeafe this year prevailed, and was attended 
with a degree of mortality unexampled in this coun- 
try, (considering the comparative fmallnefs of the 
number that remained within the fphere of the con- 

* ThJs was Hot conflantly the cafe in Philadelphia 
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tagion) in all the commercial towns north of Balti- 
timore ; whereas all the commercial towns foiuh of 
Baltimore have efcaped, Petersburg excepted, and 
the diieafe was introduced into Peterfburg by the 
Ship Nettor from Philadelphia. 

Is it poffible to believe, that the late fever, (which 
is considered by the advocates for its domefiic ori- 
gin, to be only a higher grade of the common bili- 
ous fever which appears in low rnarfhy countries 
every fummer and autumn) could originate and be- 
come epidemic on the high, dry and fandy banks of 
Kenfington ? in the paved, clean and open Streets of 
Philadelphia, where every wind that blows has a 
free courfe r 1 on the high and gravelly hills of Wil- 
min.ojton ? on the elevated Shores of York, wafhed 
on either fide by Ocean's briny waves ? and not 
make its appearance on the flats of Baltimore, or the 
putrid fens of Charleflon and Savannah, where bile 
flows in incelTant Streams ; and where the debilitated 
inhabitants faint under the inlufferable blaze of a 
vertical fun ? 

If the united opinion of a number of men of the 
firft abilities and moft extenfive profcffional know- 
ledge be of authority on the prefent interesting quef- 
tion, that of the College of Phyficians, prcfented 
laSt year to the Legislature, ought to be admitted : 
the lubftance of which follows. The College is in 
poffeSiion of Still Stronger facts and documents in 
fupport of their opinion this year. 

" The College is of opinion, that the yellow fever 
is derived from imported contagion. For this opi- 
nion they affign the following among other reafons: 
" The difeafc in queition is cffcntially different from 
the fevers that occur in this climate, and which ori- 
ginate from domeftic caufes. It alio differs effenti- 
ally from them in the circumftance of being conta- 
gious ; a bilious fever originating from domeftic 
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eaufes having never been to our knowledge contagi- 
ous in this climate." 

And that the yellow fever, which has committed 
fuch deplorable ravages in different commercial ci- 
ties of thefe ftates, fince the year 1793, was not de- 
rived from the exhalations of putrid vegetable fub- 
fiances, which occafion intermitting, remitting, or 
bilious fevers, but was of peftilential origin, is fully 
eftablimed by the fafts publifhed in the year 1795, 
by Dr. Chimolm, furgeon-general to the Ordinance 
in the Weft-India Iflands, to which valuable publi- 
cation the reader is referred. 
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A RESUMING that the public mind 
will no longer be held in fufpcnfe refpe&ing the 
origin of the fatal malady by which the fair prof- 
pects, of this, and other commercial cities, in this 
country, have been repeatedly blafted ■, I truft the 
leo-iflature, the enlightened guardians of the public 
welfare, will proceed, without delay, to eftablifli 
more effectual rules, than thofe, at prefenc exiiting, 
to prevent the future return of the awful calamity. 

Supinenefs or an ill judged parfimonfon tbfi pre- 
fent incerefting occafion, would force commerce to 
defcrt our coafts, and involve the inhabitant- 
our cities, in abfolute ruin, which woul ■! fooo be 
followed by that of agriculture , tor the exigence of 
the one, is neceffary to that of the other. 

It has lately been propofed by a refpeclahle com- 
mittre of the inhabitants of this city, to petition 
either for an intire interdiction of the Welt India 
trade, during the fumim r, and autumnal months, 
or, (if that fhould be thought too great a facrince), 
for the efirablifhmrm of inch quarantine rules, as 
fhall effectually preclude the introduction of the 

difeafe. 

To effect this defirable purpofc, I beg leave to 
recommend the rules publiihed in the Gazette of 
the United States, of the 21ft of September, 
fiened, Mentor ; and to prevent it from fpreadmg, 
when introduced, I believe the rules with the lame 
fianature publiihed in the Gaz. of the US. of 
Scpcr 25th or 26th, if ftridly complied with, will 
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always be found effectual. Similar rules were put 
in practice with the moft happy effects, the prefent 
year, not only in the Pennfylvania Hofpital, by Mr. 
Samuel Coats, who refided there, during the con- 
tinuance of the fever, and in the Alms-Houfe, by 
Mr. Cummins, and Dr. James, where the pe:i- 
fioners and orphans were numerous, but in the 
prifon for convicts, under the direction of the 
American Howard, who took h'i3 refidence in that 
dreary and dangerous abode, about the 20th. of 
September, at which time the difeafe had made con- 
fiderable havoc amonsr thole wretched votaries of 
rapine and diforder. 

The number of male convicts confined in the pri- 
fon at that time was about 140 > The females were 
lefs numerous. 

The vagrants and untried criminals had been re- 
moved. 

The males and females were confined in feparate, 
and diftant wings of the prifon. 

Eighteen of the male criminls, on account of 
their late infurrection, were confined in dungeons ; 
the remainder occupied different apartments on the 
fame floor. 

Several of the men were ill of the fever at that 
time. The women were all in health, and continu- 
ed in that condition during the whole time that the 
difeafe prevailed in the city. 

A ward in the Eaft wing was immediately appro- 
priated for the reception of the fick, who were fe- 
parated from the found, and every neceffary accom- 
modation provided for them. Thefe were attended 
by Dr. Benjamin Duftield. A feparate apartment 
was provided for the convalefcents. More nutriti- 
ous aliment than they had been accuftomed to, (for 
they had been allowed for many days only fufficient 
food to prevent them from famifliing) with a 
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fmall allowance of claret, was diftributed among 
thoie that had hitherto efcaped the difeafe, but every 
kind of excefs and irregularity difcountenanced and 
prohibited. 

A quantity of green wood was removed from the 
yard as well as cart loads of dirt, litter and every 
putrifiable material that could be difcovered ; the 
obftructed channel opened for the paffage of the wa- 
ter ; the pavement kept continually wet and cool, 
by means of the pump; the vegetables along the wall 
cherifhed ; the occupation of flone-fawing carried 
on ; cleanlinefs was ftrictly obferved ■, every Ward 
conftantly ventilated, and the avoiding all intercourfe 
(this lad by the direction of the phyfician) earneftly 
enjoined. By thefe means the difeafe was arretted in 
its progrefs, and in the courfe of three weeks was 
entirely eradicated. 

Let others profit by this example, and merit the 
benediction of an approving confeience, fweeter than 
*he plaudits of an admiring worli.
